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W a s h in g to n , February 21— Ia the Sen­ 
ate to-day. after an unsuccessful attempt 
by McMillan to have considered the 
resolution respecting the inadiquicy of the 
water supply in the District of Culumbi?, the 
tariff bill was taken uo and the paragraph 
embracing potato, corn and rice Bt&rch was 
considered. 
Hall moved to make the duty on potato 
and corn staich two cents per pcnnd. Agreed 
to.The rate on rice and other starches was left 
at two and one-third cents per pound, ss in 
the bill. 
The Senate then passed to the consideration 
of the cotton and cotton goods schedule. 
Chilcott interrupted to present the creden­ 
tials of Taber, elected from Colorado, and he 
was sworn in and took his seat. 
Consideration <vas then resumed of the cot­ 
ton schedule. 
A vote showed no quorum, although forty- 
four Senators were present, and a motion to 
adiourn prevailed. 
No changes were made in the liquor sched­ 
ule.In the House the tariff bill was again taken 
up, the previous amendment being that of­ 
fered by Carter of Ptnnsjlvania, to increase 
the duty on tanning bark from ten to twenty 
per cent, ad valorem. 
After a debate, certain amendments were 
agreed to—% to 74. The clause now readB : 
“ Extract of hemlcck and other bark now 
used for dyeing and tanning, not otherwise 
provided for in this Act, twenty per cent, ad 
valorem." 
A spirited debate ensued upon the question 
of a quorum voting on the amendment to the 
varnbh clame, duriDg which Mills of Texas 
charged Aldrich of Illinois with uttering a 
falsehood, but subsequently retracted the re­ 
mark. 
The clause relative to vaicish was then 
agreed upon. 
The chemical schedule having been com­ 
pleted, the committee rose, and the Senate 
joint resolution was parsed authorizing the 
Public Printer to remove certain materials 
from the Government printing house. 
The House then adjourned. 
THE RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION QUESTION. 
Ageuts of the Southern and Central Pa­ 
cific Railroads are working industria usly to 
get action this session on the House bill to 
authorizi the Southern Pacific and other 
companies to consolidate, and form a con­ 
tinuous line. The report accompanying the 
House bill says: By the Acts of March 3, 
1871, and May 2.1872, Congress authorized the 
construction of a line from the waters of the 
Red river, in Louisiana, to the Pacific Ocean 
at San Diego, with an extension to San Fran­ 
cisco ; the main line to be bnilt by tbe Texas 
Pacific, and the San Francisco connection by 
the Southern Pacific. Tue road was required 
to be built simultaneously from both ends to 
the meeting point. 
The natural topograph­ 
ical difficulties were such that the meeting 
point, instead of taking place in the Terri­ 
tories near the etstern boundary of Califor­ 
nia, was actually made near the Rio Grande, 
at the western boundary of Texas, the Texas 
Pacific Company having assigned to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company so much 
of the work as might be conveniently con­ 
structed from that end, with the understand­ 
ing that the respective portions of the road 
should be operated, so far as the public 
and the Government were concerned, as 
one continuous road. 
The same A ds 
au horized 
the 
consolidation of 
such 
portions of the road as might be built on the 
prescribed route along the thirty-second 
paral e', under the name and style of the 
Texas Pacific Company, ond such authority 
is open to those companies at this time. The 
greater part of the line having been built 
from the west coast eastward, and direct 
connections to tbe Gulf and the lower Mis­ 
sissippi having been secured by the same 
parties for the same general purpose, it be­ 
comes more appropriate that the consolida­ 
tion should be nnder such name, style and 
title as those companies may themselves se­ 
lect. 
MATTERS 
BEFORE THE HOUSE 
JUDICIARY 
COMMITTEE. 
The House Judiciary Committee has lis­ 
tened for several days to Judge Jere Black’s 
argument against the proposed anti-polygamy 
legislation, and for the present has dropped 
the discussion of the land grant question. It 
is doubtful if that subject will be again taken 
np this sessio D , although some fresh cases of 
irregular certification of lands to railroad com­ 
panies have bsen brought to the notice of the 
committee. 
One important question now 
psndiog in this committee is held back await­ 
ing action by the Senate. This is in regard 
to the bilt to bring the telegraph companies 
under the same rules as those governing the 
railroad companies t>3 common carriers. A 
subcommittee, coisisiing of Judge Pavson 
and Representatives Townshind and Hum­ 
phries, have been examining this question, 
and are teadv to report upon i\ Messrs. Pay- 
son and Townsheud favoring tee purpose of 
the bill. It had been reported upon favor­ 
ably, and Senator ioogan, who has it in 
charge, will try to cs 11 it np in the morning 
tour next wetk. It is expected that if the 
b ill passes the Senate it can be passed in the 
House. The object of the bill is to prevent 
discrimination in rates by a telegraph com­ 
pany against messages which have been rent 
part of the distance by a rival company’s 
line, and which mast be transmitted the re­ 
mainder, or some part of the distance, over 
the first company’s wires. 
THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
The California delegation íd Congress will 
make a strong effort to have an amendment 
made to the naval appropriation bill while it 
is in a state that will secure an appropriation 
for the completion of the Mohadnock, now at 
the Mare Island Navy Yard. The hill as it 
passed the House appropriates $450,000 for 
putting machinery in one of the monitors, no 
particular one being designated, although it 
is generally understood that the Puritan is 
the ore to which the money will be applied. 
Senators Miller and Farley and Representa­ 
tives Berry and Rorecrans will call upon the 
Secretary of the Navy to-morrow, and ask 
him to set the documents before the Finance 
Committee, recommending one of these 
things : Tnat the appropriation made in the 
House bill be applied to work on the Monad- 
nock ; that an appropriation of $450.000 be 
made for etch of the monitors, or that, out­ 
side of the appropriation in the House bill, 
a special appropriation of $450,000 be kept 
for the Monadnock. 
LICENSES RESTORED AND REVOKED. 
The Board of Supervising Inspectors of 
Steam Vessels further considered to-day the 
case of Ohio river pilot Long, in charge of 
the steamer Lomas on the 18th of July last, 
when she ran into and sank tbe excursion 
steamer Sciota near Steubenville. 
Pilot 
Long’a license was revoked by tbe District 
Inspector, on account of h¡B alleged negli­ 
gence and incompetency in bringing abont 
the collision. The Board of Inspectors find 
that Long acted in strict conformation with 
the rules established by the Government, 
therefore his license should be restored. 
David C. Keller, lata pilot of the steamer 
Sciota, failed to perform his duty. He ignored 
both rules and regulations Nos. 1 and 2 for 
the government of pilots navigating Western 
rivers, and that therefore he was clearly re­ 
sponsible for the disaster, and the Board 
therefore recommends that his license be re­ 
voked. 
THE LEGISLATIVE EXECUTIVE AND JUDICIAL 
APPROPRIATION BILL. 
The legislative, executive and judicial ap­ 
propriation bill was reported to the House 
to-day. It recommends an appropriation of 
$2,039 800, an increase of $49,000 compared 
with last year. The increase in the amount 
appropriated is mainly due to the necessary 
provision for the increased membership of 
Congress, and to the fact that the next is a 
long aongrescienal session. 
CONSIDERATION POSTPONED. 
The Senate Postotfice Committee to-day 
decided to postpone till the n-xt session fur­ 
ther consideration of bill 1 170, to regulate 
rates of p oetage on s?c ond-class mail matter 
at letter offices. The bill proposed to fix the 
rate of postage on stcnnd-clsss publications 
deposited at letter-c irrier offices at two cents 


per pound. The Postdffice Committee are 
u uoh dissatistiid with the action of the Ap- 
piopriations Committee in forestalling them 
by appending to the Pistoffics appropriation 
bill matters of lpgislarion psoperiy within 
the jurisdiction i f the PostcfiSce Committee, 
and tc- lay’s action is dua to this feeling, 
rather than to any opposition to the hill in 
question.* 
THE BANGER DISABLED. 
A telegram has heen received at the Navy 
Department from Commander Phillips, com­ 
manding the Ranger, saying that the vessel 
is now at San Diego, en route to San Fran­ 
cisco, but that, ss her roachicpry is disabled 
and she can make but slow progress under 
sai', it is uncertain when she will reach her 
declination until some vestel is sent to her 
aid, 
CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 
' 
Calkins to-day introduced iu the House a 
bill providing for the payment of expeuses 
incurred by contestants and conteetees in 
contested election cases'of the Forty-seventh 
Congress. The amount aggregates $83,000. 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR THE PACIFIC COAST. 
The legislative appropriation bill agreed 
upon by the committee tc-day provides au- 
propriations for the Assistant Treasurer’s 
office at Son Francisco, $28,120; for » Mint 
office, $43,400; Mint at Carson, $29,500; 
office of the Surveyor-General of California, 
$35,000; Nevada, $5,500; Oregon, $7,000. 
MINOR N0TE8. 
The session of the Cabinet tc-day was de­ 
voted to considering the Mexican treaty, AU 
the memfcers were present. 
Tne House Foreign Affairs Committee 
authorizes K-.sson to move that the Senate 
Nicaragua biU, as amended, be substituted 
for the House bill, whatever the latter is 
taken np in the House. 
Senator-elect Tabor, of Colorado, has ar­ 
rived in advance of bis credentials. 
Frank B. Conger, son cl San a tor Conger, 
has been appointed Assistant Postmaster of 
the District of Columbia. 
Secretary Teller has reaffirmed his previous 
decision, to the effect that a contestant to a 
timber culture entry mu-t file his application 
at the date of the contest, to obtain status as 
a contestant. 


A MICHIGAN ROMANCE. 
A romance recently came to light in 
which a Keel Ridge man, w ho was kid­ 
naped when but a lad, wa3 returned to hia 
parents after au absence of nearly twenty 
years. The facts in the case, withholding 
names, are about as follows : The hero of 
the romance was playing on the dockage at 
Montreal nearly twenty years ago, when 
he was stowed away in the hold of a ves­ 
sel about to sail, by the Captain, who had 
taken a fancy to him. He remained with 
his kidnaper for some years, but was 
finally left to shift for himself. Becoming 
tired of the sea, he left a vessel while ia 
New York harbor and started for the 
West, settling finally at the Keel Ridge 
mine, where he has been in the employ of 
the mining company for some time. Some 
weeks since a family of emigrants left the 
train at Keel Ridge, and, being strangers 
and unacquainted with the English lan­ 
guage, made inquiries as to the French 
families reeident of the burg, and were di­ 
rected to the house of the hero of onr 
sketch, who granted their request for lodg­ 
ings for the night. In the course of the en­ 
suing evening the fact came to light that 
the emigrants and their host were origi­ 
nally from the same portion of the Domin­ 
ion. In the course of further conversation 
the host repeated the Btory of his kidnap­ 
ing, and such of the incidents connected 
with the same as tinrn had not effaced from 
his memory. Strange to relate, the faraily 
of emigrants had lost a son years ago, who 
had mysteriously disappeared, and had 
never been heard of since. The interest 
of both parties had been aroused, and fur­ 
ther questioning resulted in developing the 
fact that the host of the family was the 
long loBt son, over whose loss so many 
tears had been shed, and who had been 
given upas lost forever, The joy of the 
aged parents over the recovery of their 
son, and of the son at being restored to the 
loved ones, cherished memory of whom he 
had retained through tbe long years of sep­ 
aration, can be imagined better tban de­ 
scribed. 
WHEAT IN AUSTRALIA. 
The wheat harvest of Victoria this year 
is likely to be very light. The Melbourne 
Leader speaks of it as follows: “ Our re­ 
ports of harvest prospects increase in their 
unfavorable character from day to day, and 
bad as laat season’s position was, this 
threatens to be even worse. Throughout 
the districts lying on the northern side of 
the dividing range, the rainfall received 
during the early part of the } ear, although 
light, distributed itself so regularly as to 
bring vegetation away in a manner that 
gave it a flourishing appearance. Up to 
the end of August prospects were really 
good, and had September proved an ordina­ 
rily wet month the crops and pastures 
would have made progress above the aver­ 
age. That montb, however, turned out 
dry, and has been followed by the best 
portion of October, which has gone almost 
without a shower. Frosts and hot winds 
have come instead of rain, and the process 
described by the farmers of ‘ the crops 
growing back into the ground’ has set in 
with alarming rapidity. The continued 
series of dry years has completely ab­ 
sorbed every particle of moisture from the 
subsoil, and the superficial moisture upon 
which the crops and grass were subsisting 
up to the beginning of September has been 
found utterly inadequate to withstand the 
severe weather which has obtained since, 
hence the rapidity of the collapse.”

Away with a speed that catches the breath 
and btinga salt tears to the eyes 1 Away, 
cutting the ioe with a strange grating 
sonnd. Away, leaving everything behind 1 
Up thunders a lightning express on the 
Hudson River Railroad. Here is a chance 1 
The driver blowB a whistle of defiance, re­ 
sponded to from the yacht by an accepting 
cheer. Another reef is let oat, andr lean­ 
ing over in a manner suggestive of instant 
annihilation, the race begins. The locomo­ 
tive is tested to her fallest going pow er- 
sixty miles an honr. Bah ! The yacht 
commences to draw on the express, and in 
a few minutes the race is ovsr, the train 
getting “ badly left.’’ Accidents, however, 
will occur. The gearing is not always to 
be relied npon, or the cntter either. Bolts 
are unstable as woman, and ropes will give 
out at unexpected places. When an ice- 
yacht capsizes—this does not often occur— 
the movement to destruction is very grad­ 
ual. She “ lifts,” “ rears,” easeB the sail, 
shows np, heels more and more, while the 
stern remains on the ico, and she quietly 
spills the crew oot.of the box, or lets them 
bang by the shronds till they drop on the 
ioe. To tne blase, to people who have done 
everything, and whose blood is banked up 
against all excitement, we advise a spin on 
the Upper Hudson in a ice yacht.—[Frank 
Leslie’s. 
Hansom cabs are rnn in Philadelphia by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and 
passengers ere carried to nearly any point 
in the city for 25 cents, or two persons for 
the same price, A lively man has bad 
some vehicles bnilt in close imitation, and 
travelers get into them without knowing 
any difference, until called upon to pay a 
dollar or two. 
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The W eather Beyond the Boeklcs. 
Omaha, February 21.—Snow fell in this 
vbunity yesterday to a depth of abont three 
ii.ches, and dnr'u g the night it was c insider- 
ably diPted. It has been snowing a little to­ 
day. Tbe mercury marks 8 degrees below to­ 
night, and it is growing colder. Trains from 
Chicago to-day arrived a little late, but con- 
r.ec.cd with the Union Pacific west-bound. 
Toe storm is quite severe on the western di- 
visi n of the Union Pacific, and particularly 
on the Laramie division, where the snow 
ranges from 10 to 30 inch-s deep, beeides be­ 
ing badly drifted. Di-pitches rtceived at tbe 
Union Pacific headquarters state that it is 
snowii g. blowing and drifting over the entire 
wr3 'em division from Cheyenre to Ogden, 
and tbe thermometer averages 35 d.grees be­ 
low, Passenger trains 3 and 4. of the moun 
tain district, are stuck in the snow between 
Sherman sad Red Buttes. Passenger train 
No. 4 of Febiuary 1st, on the western di­ 
vision, is laid up at Green River. All frtigh’s 
nn the western division have been abandoned. 
The passenger train due here this afternoon 
had not reached Cheyenne at 5 o’click. A 
blockade we.t uf Cheyenne is threatened, al­ 
though snow plows are already at work. Re­ 
ports show that the storm was general 
throughout Nebraska, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah and Idaho. Trains on the Chicago, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Omaha road were 
abandoned to-day. The other roads center­ 
ing here are open, and so far are having but 
very little trouble. 
C h ic a g o, February 2d.—At noon snow be­ 
gan falling heavily, and continued nearly the 
entire aftern&OD. Trains in every direction 
are interfered with to the westward and north­ 
westward. The trouble is serious, and seme 
fines are blockaded. 
M il w a u k e e, February 2d.—A heavysnow- 
storm prevailed all day, turning to a driz­ 
zling rain. Local indications are that the 
storm will be severe, and continue some days. 
Traffic in all the northwest division railroads 
is suspended, the streets in the city are al­ 
most deserted, and business was virtually at 
a standstill during the afternoon. 
T opeka (Ks.), February 2d.—The blizzard 
now prevailing over the entire State is nearly 
as severe as the previous one. It w'Jl cause 
some suffering among cattle on the ranges. 
The continued cold weather has frozen some 
of the smaller streams to the bottom, so the 
question of water for stock becomes a serious 
one* 
B urlington (Ia.), February 21.—During 
the snow Btorm here this evening several 
peals of thunder occurred, accompanied by 
bright flashes of lightning.

Highest temperature to-day, 26°; lowest, 14°, 
C hicago, February 2d.—Highest temper­ 
ature to-day, 20°; lowest, 4°, 
A Dentist Charged w ith Fraud. 
N ew Y ork, February 21.—Dr. Wm. M. 
Reynolds, dentist, of No. 71 West Fifty-fifth 
street, was arrested late Wednesday night at 
his home on the affidavits of Ogden H. Vail 
ard others, chvrged with obtaining over 
$20,000 from a widow, through Vail as agent, 
by means of false representations. 
Vail 
Htated to a reporter that Reynolds had in­ 
duced him, as agent, to invest the lady’s 
money in stock of tbe Cisca Consolidated 
Mining Company of California, of which 
Reynolds was, until recently, a ^Director, at 
different times in the last three years, by 
falsely reprfsenting its value. To support his 
statement Vail laid before Judge Donohue, 
fmm whom the order of arrest was issued, 
affi lavits by Drake, De Kay and others who 
wished their names suppressed for the pres­ 
ent, denying the truth ot some of Reynolds’ 
statements. Vail took 9.000 shares at $25 
each, giving part cash and his no’e for the re­ 
mainder. The arrest is made on civil pro­ 
ceedings to con pel restoration of money. 
Nulrldal Statistics. 
N ew Y ork, February 21.— Dr. Nagles, 
Register of Vital Sta'¡sties, publishes the re­ 
sults of eleven years’ record and observation 
of suicide in New York. The main causes 
are traced to abncrmai physical or mental 
condition, disappointment, intemperance, 
business reverses and family differences. There 
is no apparent reason why the Germans, who 
as a class are wealthier and more prosperous 
than tbe Irish, should so largely exceed tbe 
latter in suicides, unless it be the national 
temperament. The Irish show a less number 
ef suicides, in proportion to their p pulati- n, 
than any other foreign-born inhabitants. The 
number of males who committe 1 suicide dur­ 
ing the past eleven years was 1,193. while the 
number of females was 328. In 1864 tbe pro­ 
portion of suicides here was one to every 
23,827 inhabitants, In 1874 it was one to 
every 5,515.A Serlons Mob Afluir. 
DALLAS (Tex.), February 2d.—A serious 
mob affiir is reported from Sunset, Montague 
county. A son of United States Marshal 
McKee was sent as a deputy to Sunset to 
serve attachment papers on the Younger 
brothers, merchants at Sunset. The Young­ 
ers collected a large crowd of their friends, 
and served a notice on Deputy MoKee to 
leave town, took bis papers aud destroyed 
them. Unable to perform his duties, McKee 
started for Fort Worth and telegraphed the 
state of affairs to his father at Dallas. The 
lalt.r left for Sunset with a posse to enforce 
tbe serving of the writs and arrest the mem­ 
bers of the mob. Serious trouble is appre­ 
hended, as there is a hard lot of citizens 
around Sunset. It is alleged that upwards of 
a score cf men have been lynched in that vi­ 
cinity in the past three years. Much appre­ 
hension is felt by the authorities here.

The Bank Commissioners are cow busy 
preparing their annual report for the Legis­ 
lature. 
The Supreme Court has issued a writ of 
mandate commanding the Election Com­ 
missioners to hold a charter election on 
March 3d. 
Two hundred and fifty-four marriage 
licenses were issued last month by County 
Clerk Seanon, yielding a revenue of $50S to 
the County Treasurer. 
In the case of Woodruff vs. the North 
Bloomfield Mtning Company, Judge Sawyer 
will next Friday revisit the district af­ 
fected. No decision is expected for several 
weeks. 
» 
D. G. Smith, an extensive sheep raiser 
of Merced county, died l>ere suddenly Fri­ 
day. He had been on a protracted spree 
and had been Buffering from pleurisy. He 
was a native of M line, aged 46. 
Martin Peterson, recently from W ash­ 
ington Territory, died here suddenly Fri­ 
day. He had been ailing some time. He 
leaves a wife in Vancouver Island. He 
was a native of Danmark, aged 2S. 
The attendance at the German Fair in­ 
creases nightly, aud the managers will 
probably realize a good sum to be turned 
over to the hospital. It is estimated that 
Thursday night's receipts were fully $2,­ 
500. 
The imports of coal at San Francisco last 
month were unusually light. There were 
only three cargoes from Europe, and they 
arrived just at the close of the montb. 
There were only four cargoes from Aug. 
tralm. the smallest in a year. 
The latest decision of Secretary Teller 
confirms the Corte Madera rancho grant, 
and gives Peninsular island and another 
small island, both in San Francisco bay, 
and containing 261 acres, to the heirs of 
the original grantee, John Read. 
The passenger arrivals at San Francisco 
by sea in January numbered only 590, of 
which 421 were American citizens and 169 
alitn3, including 44 Chinese en ronte from 
British Colombia to China.

Christmas, 1870, Mies M elina Loveail 
sat in th e 
Street Presbyterian Church, 
listening to a fervid appeal by Rev. Je r­ 
emiah Tompkins.

“ Miss Loveali,” sail tiie lady where she 
boarded, “ you hive no idea of the hard 
work you are undertaking. We shall sadly 
miss you" (and the pa;.), but she had de­ 
cided, and soou pleasaut promises were se 
cured. 
Mbs Loveail having caused it to 
be understood that your.g men would be 
especially welcome, the second day Wilbur 
D;uny and Prank Iiowe called. 
They 
were from t-fte country, but as well versed 
in the ways of the world as city boys. 
“ Miss Loveail,” said Denny, the older, 
*' ws earn small wages as clerks, and can­ 
not afford to pay much for cur board." 
Two or three pretty room3 were shown, 
and of course they took the best for the 
smallest pay, such is the fairness of human 
nature. 
A fire was soon kindled in the 
gra'e, and Baxter’s “ Saint’s Rest," and 
“ James’ Persuasions to Early Piety” placed 
on tho table, that the young men might 
be induced to spend their evenings at 
home. 
“ I say, Howe.” said Denny, “ look at 
the book that ‘M;lis9a the Good’ [this was

The n-xt day, as she confided the progress 
of her experiment to Rsv. Mr. Tompkins, 
she urged h;m to send any young lady of 
whom he might hear. 
“ I have been thinking. Miss Loveail,” 
he said, with a ahem, “ iliat I should like 
to come myself. 
Do yon have milk toast 
for supper and baked beans for Sunday 
morning breakfast ? I never can preach on 
baked beans.” 
“ My aim is to make a home for every, 
body, Mr. Tompkins, and yon shall have 
just what you want. 
I have etarted the 
bouse to do good.” 
A day or two later a youDg school teach 
er appeared, who also wanted the best for 
the least money. 
“ Do you have woolen sheets, Miss 
Loveail ?” 
“ You shall have them if you like ?” 
“ And could I have a bottle of warm wa­ 
ter every night for my feet ?” 
“ Oh, certainly.” 
“ Rather good looking arrival/” said 
Denny at tea, “ say we stay a little in the 
parlor.” 
They did so, and Miss Felix proved a 
bright and agreeable girl. 
She played the 
piano fir the young men, was deeply inter­ 
ested in their business projects, and made 
herself very interesting. 
“ Felicity is very good for one evening 
in the week,” said Denny. 
This was his 
nickname for Miss Felix. 
The minister soon moved in, and took 
the head of the table. 
This for a time 
quenched the hilarity oi the three young 
people, bat soon Dr. Jeffreys, a dentist, 
and a millionaire and bis wife, joined the 
older circle, leaving the younger portion of 
the table to itself. 
The millionaire, Mr. 
Ketcham, had lived in an opposite part of 
the city, so that hi3 pennriousnees was not 
known to Miss Loveail. 
As he furnished 
his own coai be usually did without a fire 
in the grate, and was warmed by four gas 
jets, wlitch Miss Loveail provided. 
He re­ 
marked to his wifs that “ gas gave a very 
comfortable and regalar heat, while a coal 
fire was sometimes too hot and sometimes 
not hot enough.”

O-ie night she remained last at 
the table to state a grievance. 
“ Miss 
Loveail, we came to yon with the expecta­ 
tion that this was to be a home, but this 
is impossible where there are persons of 
such unequal social positions.

Usually the persons for whom you obtain 
positions forget you at once in their ambi­ 
tion for something higher. 
The world is 
living for itself; but there is great conso­ 
lation in doing good for one’s own sake. 
You must school yourself not to be hurt by 
what people say.” 
Dr. Jeffreys was literary in bis tastes, 
and an agreeable companion, bnt he had 
one serious fault. 
He bought fine pictures 
and books, and all the aco.ssoriea of art, 
necause he felt that his happiness depended 
upon them, but he never paid for tnsm. 
He was most affable with his creditors and 
made fair promises. 
Christmas, 1SS0. 
Oae year of trial and 
vexation had pa“sed with little apparent 
results for good. Christmas dinner was most 
enjoyable; even the minister, who was 
prone to confine himself to milk toast, felt 
unusually hungry after bis Christinas di?, 
course.

In the eveninc the yonng people desired 
a little party. 
Miss Loveail of course con­ 
sented. 
The reiiulc was that a dish of 
ice-cream was upset on her best satin 


B o fa , besides some orange stains, left as 
mementoes. 
She had taken several young giris, and 
a young man, at the pressing request of his 
m tiier, who wrote that Owen was one of 
the best boys in the world, and she deaired 
him to be under Christian influence. 
He

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The Value of Beep Plowing, Sub soiling 
and thorough Cultivation In Addi­ 
tion to Drainage—Farm Fetes. 


Sealskin pelisses are the fancy at present 
in Paris. 
Kid bonnets are the odd and rather pret­ 
ty fancy of the passing moment. 
The low-cut sho3 is, with the “ best peo­ 
ple,” de riijueur for evening wear. 
Shoes and stockings, when not black, 
should match the general color of the toilet. 
Twelfth Night parties demanding fancy 
costumes will be in high favor this season. 
The high luxury of the season is a velvet 
wrap, trimmed with seal, otter or fox bands 
and color. 
The loose gathered or pleated English 
frock remains the favorite for girls under 
ten yeaas of age. 
The fashion of wearing the jacket and 
waist of a dill rent color aud material from 
the skirt grows in favor. 
Deep crapes of fur, resembling too closely 
these of coachmen, are much in favor with 
young ladies at the Eist. 
Lace, which is more worn than ever, and 
flowers are the two accessories which make 
demi-toilet dresses elegant. 
A network of tiae pearl beads over a 
satin bodice is considered the no plus ultra 
of elegance for evening toilet. 
A tinted iridescent gold ball set with a 
small diamond on one side is a pretty fan­ 
cy for the head of a gentleman’s scarf pin, 
T'oo winter decorations for rooms take 
the form of quaint porcelain receptacles for 
growing bulbous roots, the hedgehog and 
beehive being the favorite forms. 
Laco boas made of painted lace are worn 
with full evening dress, fastened several 
inches below the ekin with a knot of rib­ 
bons matching the leading color in the lace, 
and again just below the belt, with long 
ends falling over the skirt. 
White d’Ecosfe, or white Ottoman silk, 
trimmed with white ducbcsse lace ruffi-s, 
headed by broad bands of white ostrich 
feather trimming, is a popular dancing 
dreiis worn by debutantes this season. 
White swan’s down is also employed as a 
garniture for dresses of white surah or 
tulle, the pure fleecy trimming having a 
nfost beautiful effect in the evening. 
Two styles now predominate in the styl­ 
ish and useful tailor-made costumes : One, 
a kilted skirt, with Hungarian tunic, jacket 
and brigbt-colored waistcoat of the jaunt­ 
iest description ; the other reproducing the 
old French polonaise, buttoning down the 
front over a plainly made skirt of velvet or 
plush. 
Toe buttons used are always very- 
handsome, the most expensive being tbe 
LiuieXV. and Louis XIV. buttons, sever­ 
ally called after the monarchs whose pro­ 
filed images they bear. 
Some peculiar blendings of color are in 
favor just now, but they are to be used 
with great care, and a combination of hues 
which would appear to advantage at a re­ 
ception or a party would be most glaring 
and autre on the promenade. 
Dark green 
and very pale blue, deep ruby and sea-shell 
pink, oak brown and garnet, myrtle green, 
gold and pale mauve, peacock blue, olive 
and dark cardinal are among the mo9t no­ 
ticeable combinations, shot silks, satins and 
velvets being made use of in these edd 
mixtures of colors. 
A stylish costume for a little girl of six 
or eight years is made of golden fawn-col­ 
ored cashmere. 
The skirt is box-plaited 
all the way down in hollow plaits, finished 
around the bottom with a live-inch band of 
ruby plush. 
Down the front of the bodice 
is set a finely shirred French under-blouse, 
made of the grey cashmere. Over this falls 
a Babet jicket of the plush. The overdress 
is arranged a panier in front, with a scarf 
draping in the back; this is made of the 
cashmere, bordered with four-inch bends of 
the ruby plush. 
Tois pretty suit is also 
made of tweed or shepherd’s plaid for 
school dress, with 
bias bauds, blouse, 
cuffs and shoulder cape of dark cardinal 
serge. 
The ornaments need upon the fancy 
muffs carried this winter are uncommonly 
varied and odd, parrots, winter berries, 
huge buckles and kittens’ heads being quite 
commonly seen. 
A serpent may be emble­ 
matic of wisdom, but it is certainly a very- 
ugly representative of that excellent qual­ 
ity. 
Not long since a richly dressed lady, 
bearing no resemblance whatever to the 
goddess Mioerva, walked down Fourteenth 
street, carrying a green plush mnff, upon 
the upper side of which nestled a life-size 
water-snake. The horrible object was duly 
provided with fangs and eyes, and had ap­ 
parently coiled itself around a bur.ch of 
dark green ivy leaves. 
Tne effect was re­ 
alistic enough to give anybody a creeping 
sensation who beheld the sight. 
Pointed bodices, with panniers of the same 
material accompanying a fnll pouf partly 
draping the back of the skirt or ending in 
a long train, are exceedingly fashionable 
worn over skirts of other materials—the 
train often separate from the pouf, to be 
adjusted underneath it when desired. These 
toilets are very effective in plain velvets 
and heavy brocades—the velvet for the 
bodice and overdress—the brocades show­ 
ing to best advantage in a plain skirtmerely 
edged with a ruche or other full trimming. 
These ruches are still the hight of etyle 
aud npon many dresses, especially those 
which are trained, they are extremely ef 
fective, but not for dancing dress. A 
charming toilet, lately worn for such a 
purpose, was made of white colored silk, 
■with pann era of white brocaded satin. Tae 
back was draped with white India silk 
tulie, the folds falling like a foaming car- 
cade. 
The bottom of tbe skirt was edged 
by one of the most ponderous and rampant 
of ruches, as thick as a giant’s arm and 
stiff and nnwieldly in appearance. 
These 
trimmings are out of character for dancing. 
They Bpread abroad in a most ungainly 
fashion, and certainly detract from the 
grace of an exercise justly styled “ the 
poetry of motion.” 


We last Saturday made some comments 
upon the value and importance of the 
drainage cf lands in order to s-care the 
best results from tillage, and by which 
treatment also its value is equally increased 
for vineyard and orchard purposes, as well 
as for nearly every U3e. 
The benefits aris­ 
ing from such preparation of linds have 
long since passed the realm of experiment 
aud have become as firmly established 
facts as that the planting of corn and sow­ 
ing of wheat are necessary pieliminaries 
for the subsequent harvesting of crops of 
these cereals. 
Next in importunes for consideration of 
the farmer, after the autj“ct of drainage, 
is that of deep plowing aud subsoiling, and 
in this State, where we have regular recur­ 
ring annual droughts, or dry seasons, this 
question apolies with even greater force 
than in the Eastern States, wnere dry sea­ 
sons are the exception aud not the inle. 
There it has been established that by a 
proper system of drainage, followed wita 
deep plowing and thorough cultivation ; 
and in other cases, upon favorably located 
lands, without drainage, but by deep or 
subsoil plowing, and tboiough working of 
the ground, the necessary moisture aud 
condition of soil for the growth cf crops is 
maintained 
through 
croughts, and a 
fall yieid obtained. 
That this is the 
direct and 
exclusive 
result of such 
preparation 
and 
cultivation 
of the 
land is proven beyond question by the fact 
tnat upon laud not so prepared, and culti­ 
vated only in the ordinary methods, and 
lying immediately along side, crops in the 
same seasons utterly failed and were not 
worth harvesting. 
The 
methods 
here 
recommended, and which are not new in 
theory to most farmers, are worthy of the 
most earnest consideration and adaption in 
the State. 
If by the use of these more 
thorough methods of preparing and tilling 
the soil an increased yield can be secured 
in favorable years, which has been abun­ 
dantly proven—and at the same time secu­ 
rity against failure of crops aud disaster in 
uuusual dry seasons—it would seem that 
no consideration remained from which the 
wise and intelligent farmer would fail to 
adopt the necessary me&na to secure so 
desirable results. 
The item of expense necessary to carry 
out a thorough system of drainage is such, 
it is true, that all whose lands may render 
it desirable and necessary may not be iu 
financial condition to engage in the under 
taking. 
Those so situated, however, and 
who have heretofore only employed tho 
ordinary and more common methods of 
putting in crops—by shallow ploviug, only- 
going to a dtpth of from four to eight 
inches, and subsequently preparing and 
harrowiug tho ground in an indifferent 
manner, merely sufficient to insure the 
covering of the seed, and depending upon 
the “ glorious climate ” and natural adap­ 
tation of the soil to insure a profitable re­ 
turn—may, from at once adopting the 
method of deep plowing or snbsoiliDg, 
very largely increase the yield per acre of 
any and all kinds of cerea's ; secure a bet­ 
ter qualify of grain, and hence increase its 
price, and at the same time produce less 
wear upon tbe soil thau by the old method 
of merely skimming or shallow p'owing 
the ground. 
We gave in these columns 
sometime since the statement of a prom­ 
inent farmer in the San Joaquin valley, 
who, by deep plowing (and we believe sub­ 
soil plowing iu that instance) and thorough 
cultivation had, raised an excellent and full 
crop of wheat, while all the other fields 
in the vicinity, cultivated only in the 
ordinary- easy-going way, obtained no yield 
whatever, and did not even reap their 
fields. The esse referred to was considered, 
at the time, as fully demonstrating the 
facts urged above, and the farmer himself 
was satisfied that he had solved the ques­ 
tion of overcoming the failures from the 
droughts, even of the upper San Joaquin 
valley-. 
By this method, deep and thorough culti­ 
vation of the ground, a better and more 
equable degree of moi>ture and warmth is 
maintained, and, in addition to these nec­ 
essary conditions, the greatest amount of 
atmospheric oxygen gains admittance to 
the soil, where its presence is absolutely 
necessary to plant growth and develop­ 
ment. 
It is only in presence of free oxy­ 
gen that seeds germinate, and they may be 
kept for an indefinite length of time in the 
dormant state if oxygen ba excluded from 
them. 
This aaconnts -for the excessive 
growth of weeds which sometimes occurs 
in the spring after lands are subsoiled, and 
which seemed to bs free of weeds. 
The 
seeds which produced the unexpected and 
unwelcome crop had been buried in the 
subsoil, aud were practically removed from 
the action of cxygeu. 
During tho process 
of subeoiling either these seeds were thrown 
to the surface with the subsoil which was 
turned up by the plow, or else the subsoil 
was stirred up and made accessible to at­ 
mospheric oxygen. 
In cither case the dor­ 
mant seeds epraug suddenly into life, and 
snrprised the farmer by yielding an im­ 
mense and unlooked for crop of weeds. 
The presence of air and oxygen augments 
the decomposition of the organic matters 
of the so:!, by which means they are con­ 
verted into the substances of plant nutri­ 
tion. 
Like seeds, organic matter out of 
contact with oxygen may be preserved 
for 
an 
indefinite 
length 
of 
time. 
Almost as much depends upon the physi­ 
cal condition of the soil when planted, as 
npon its chemical 
composition, as to 
whether the crop will be remunerative or 
not. 
No farmer would ever think of try­ 
ing to rai.e crops on a bed of potter’s clay, 
even if he knew it contained all of the 
other requisites of fertility. 
By the use of 
the plow during the proper Beasons of the 
year, and under the right conditions of 
moisture and temperature, the most re­ 
fractory soils can be reduced to a moro or 
less perfect state of mellowness and tilth. 
In the above remarks we have spoken of 
deep plowing and subsoiling as distinct 
methods, but these are often both included 
in the latter term. 
Some by the term subsoiling mean that 
by means of large plows the suriace soil is 
turned under aud replaced by material 
brought up by the plaw from the upper 
strata of the enbsoil. 
The other method 
of subsoiling is to have two plows, either 
oombined or separate, the second oDe fol­ 
lowing in the furrow made bv the first. 
The first is an ordinary surface plow, and 
simply opens a furrow through the soil. 
The second in the same furrow loosens up 
and breaks the subsoil to a depth of from 
ten to eighteen inches below the bottom of 
tbe first furrow. Each of these methods are 
specially adapted for particular kinds of sub­ 
soil. 
The question of how deep it is 
desirable to anbsoil, is to be determined by 
the Datare of the snbeoil itself, aud its 
value or worthlessness, from its constituent 
elements to aid, by mixture with the soil 
above it, to render a deeper and more en­ 
durable reformed and reconstituted soil. 
It may be safely said, however, that there 
is bul little land that will not be vastly 
improved by the deeper methods of plow­ 
ing, and none bnt that will be greatly ben­ 
efited by far more thorough cultivation 
and deep pulverizing than has bren usual 
in the California way of easy going farming. 
Bat while the deep plowing amf thorough 
cultivation will give these immediate re­ 
sults, they will not be as complete and 
cannot be»a permanent benefit unless ac 
companied by a good system of drainage, 
for the effects of subsoiling are soon 
nullified to a greater or less extent 
by 
the 
cementing 
effects 
and 
ac­ 
cumulation of noxious snbstances in the 
Btignant wster of the su ¡soil, which, in 
the absence of drainage, will hav e bo way 
of escape, and will not ba conducive to ' 


plant growth, even if it is not injurious to 
it. 
These substances, it is true, may be to 
an extent removed or their effects over­ 
come by frequently being brougbt to the 
surface by the deep running plow; but 
anything lets than the complete method 
marked out, including both drainage and 
deep plowing, will give retnrns propor­ 
tionately below she best results in yield 
and profit that it is possible to obtain. 
[It would be of interest and value to 
farmers to know, from those who have had 
experience iu apolying artificial drainage 
and deep or subsoil plowing, what success 
was produced at their hands by these 
methods. 
We thertfore invite reports 
from those who had such experience, that 
the results may be published for the bene­ 
fit of our readers. 
Let the communication 
state briefly and to the point the nature of 
land applied to, the methods used, and re­ 
sults.] 


A dairyman should study the peculiari­ 
ties of each cow. 
Some cows will appro­ 
priate all the extra food they can digest to 
ti e secretion of milk, and even deplete 
their ot-.n systems to keep np a fnll flow of 
milk. 
Such cows should be especially well 
provided for—tHeir gcntrosity should be 
reciprocated. 
These are the cows that pay 
for feeding. 
Tuey pay back the principal 
with a large percentage of interest on all 
the ex‘ra food given them. 
They are the 
ODly good cows that will pay for extra 
feeding. 
In fact, they aro the only good 
cows that will pay 'for feeding at all. Aud 
a dairyman may rest assured that a cow 
that will not respond to liberal feeding by 
an equal increase of milk is not worth 
keeping, and instead of adding to his in­ 
come runs him in debt every year. 
Colonel F. D. Curtis writes that the 
white Belgian carrots yield twice as much 
as the long orcuge, and he regards them as 
equally nutriitons. 
This is doubtful, as in 
numerous experiments larger root3 of the 
same variety contain proportionately less 
sugar and nutriment than small ones. The 
white Belgian carrot !3 not salable in the 
market, while the long orange will nearly 
every year sell for more than its feeding 
value, except to be used as an appetizer. 
When carrots can be sold by the wagou- 
load at forty to fifty cents per bushel, and 
retail at thirty-six cents per half bushel, 
the price goes lar beyond their feeding 
value. 
At these prices no crop can ba more 
profitably grown near a good market.— 
[American Farmer. 
A Texas farmer, by turning Ilia sheep in 
his wheat in the autnmn, and allowing 
them to graze during the winter aud spring 
when the soil was in condition, says : 
“ The last p ece of wheat I grazed will 
make twenty-five bushels to the acre, and 
it would have made more, but it was badly 
damaged by the worms. 
Now, I don’t 
think my wheat was materially injured by 
grazing, and yet my whole lamb crop was 
raised on wheat.” 
Poultry’ breeders do not seem to appre­ 
ciate the great value of bones for their 
fowls, and but a limited few ever make use 
of them for this purpose. 
No matter 
whether the birds are confined or not, they 
are sure to be benefited by a moderate 
quantity of bones, though those kept in 
close confinement need them most. 
A good sheep does not consume more 
food than a bad one, nor does it cost more 
to shear. 
The freight and charges on high- 
class wool are not higher than those for the 
poorest fleeces. 
It is therefore the produc­ 
tion of high-class wool which the fl >ok- 
masters of the country should ever keep in 
view. 
The curry-comb, though email, is.an im­ 
portant article about the stable. 
All ani­ 
mals, except sheep and poultry, will thrive 
better and appear to better advantage if 
they are daily well groomed.

long. 
A simple, stylish and inexpensive pret­ 
ent for a lady to give a gentleman friend is 
a band to mark his hat or cap. 
Take a 
ribbon that may suit the fancy of the giver 
and either paint or embroider the owner’s 
name npon it. Tnese are much used on tbe 
caps that are now worn. 
A beautiful handkerchief case may be 
made out of pale blue, pink or garnet col­ 
ored satin, to be marked off into smail dia­ 
monds with pearl beads. Tais case is made 
alike on both the outside and inside, and 
the marking can be accomplished on both 
sides at once.

If the bars of yonr wire gridiron are too 
far apart to hold oysters, you can remedy 
the matter by getting two pieces of the 
wire netting found at hardware stores or 
tin shops. 
Have them cut the exact size 
of the gridiron. 
Lay the oysters on one 
and cover them with the other, and place 
between the double gridiron. 
Cold boiled parsnips, cut in slices and 
fried ia butter, make a good side dish. 
If 
cue family is large, and it is of importance 
to eoonomiz-s butter, take one or two thin 
slices of pork and fry them. 
Wben they 
are almost done, put the pieces of parsnip 
in the frying-pan with the pork, and 
brown them. 
A lump of butler can be 
added to give flavor to the fat. 
While ink stains are yet wet upon the 
carpet, sponge them with skim milk thor- 
ooghly ; then wash oat the milk with a 
clean sponge dippftt again and again in 
clean, cold water. Exchange this presently 
for warm, and then rub dry with a cloth. 
If tbe stain is upon any article of clothing, 
or table or bed linen, wa«h well in the milk, 
afterward in the water. Dry iuk stairs can 
be removed from white cloth by oxalic acid. 
A plain tapioca, suitable for delicate 
Btomachs, is made by boiling half a tea­ 
cupful of tapioca in haif a pint of w ater; 
when the tapioca is entirely dissolved or 
melted, add gradually half a pint of milk ; 
just before taking from the fire (and, by 
tne way, this should not be done till the 
milk is thickened with tbe tapioca), add a 
well-beaten egg, and sugar and flavoring 
to suit your taste. 
This is Dice, either 
warm or cold. 
It is not always convenient to hold a 
bulky piece ef velvet over a teakettle, 
when tbe pile has been flattened by shop 
wear or by water spots. 
An easier way is 
to wet a towel thoroughly, and fold it over 
a hot iron. 
Hold the iron, wrapped in 
this way, directly over the spotted part of 
the velvet, so that the steam will reach 
that part. 
Do not let the iron touch the 
velvet, as it is only the steam that is 
wanted to lift the matted pile. 
An excellent way to stop bleeding at the 
nose is to give vigorous motion to the jaws, 
as in eating. 
In the case of a child, give 
it a wad of paper to chew, or a cracker, 
and the motion of tbe jaws will nsnally 
stop the bleeding. 
If not, take a piece of 
paper—the margin of a newspaper will do 
—and roll it into a long, narrow wad, and 
crowd it between the upper lip and the 
teeth. 
This acts as a compress upon the 
blood vessels and checks their flow. 
Good gravy can bs made at any time if 
yon have seme nice pieces of cold roa3t 
meat. 
Put them in a saucepan, and pour 
about a pint of boiliag water over them ; 
cover the saucepan, and let the meat and 
witer simmer on the back of tbe stove for 
an hour or more ; then straiu it through a 
fine sieve, add butter, pepper and s a lt; 
thicken witb flour. 
If lamb or mutton’ 
make the foundation of the gravy, flavor it 
with a tablsspoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce, or with the same quantity of pars­ 
ley, chopped fine. 
Cut some cabbage very fine, on a slaw, 
cutter, if possible; salt and pepper, stir 
well, and let stand five minntes, 
Have an 
iron kettle smoking hot, drop one table­ 
spoonful of lard into it, then the cabbage, 
stirring briskli until quite tender ; send 
to table immediately. An agreeable change 
is to put one-half a cup of sweet cream 
and three tablespoons of vinegar—the 
vinegar added after the cream has been 
well stirred—into the cabbage after taken

FJR THE FAMILY SCRAP BOCK 


Cinders make a good tire for ironing days. 
W ild mint scattered about the house will 
rid it of rats and mice. 
Mirrors should not be hung where the 
eun shines directly upon them. 
To relieve hiccough at once take a lam p 
of sugar saturated with vinegar. 
Hemorrhage of the lungs or stomach may 
be quickly stopped by small doses of salt. 
To relieve a severe headache bind the 
temples tightly with a handkerchief or 
cloth. 
W arm soap su "a will keep tho bugs off 
house plants and make them grow very 
fast. 
To remove fiuger marks, putty stilus, 
etc., from glass, put a little soda m the wa­ 
ter with which you wash it. 
To keep linen from turning yellow put it 
away rough dry after washing and bleach­ 
ing well and rinsing in blue water. 
A broom may be kept in good condition 
for a long time if it is washed once a week 
in clean, hot ends and then huug up to dry. 
A range may be kept looking bright and 
nice with little trouble if it is wiped care­ 
fully with brown paper after greasy food 
has been cooked. 
To clean white kid shoes rub them gent­ 
ly and thoroughly v i n a perfectly clean 
white flannel cloth dipped in diluted am ­ 
monia water and white soap. 
Do not put soap in the water with which 
you wash the glass on your bureau ; wash 
it with clearwater with a soft cloth ; then 
polish it with a piece of chamois skin. 
This removes lint and makes the glass shine.

Experiments Made Upon Dormant Crea­ 
tures—1 Sects of Change of Tem­ 
perature—Finny Sle-.perg. 


C o n n e c t i c u t 's 
C a p i t o l .—Those Con- 
necticnt people who know that the exterior 
of their handsome Capitol building at 
Hartford has niches for marble statues of 
twenty-two of the State’s best men are be­ 
ginning to wonder who are to be the im­ 
mortals and what sculptors shall chisel 
them. 
Toe statues are to be seven feet 
high, aud their canopies and pedestals are 
already in place. 
There are also thirty-

To the stroller by field and meadow 
the transition th at comes with autumnal 
days is peculiarly interesting. 
The varied 
forms are preparing for winter. 
Ia silken 
shroud the future moth is laid away. 
Be­ 
neath the sod, beetles, worms and slugs 
have met in common sympathy. 
In the 
pond the noisome frog, in compact ball, 
awaits the call of spring, while under the 
bark and roots of every tree and bush in­ 
sect form* have found their seasonable 
home. 
In cherry stones, tightly ooiltd, is 
found the homely sow-bug, its door, the 
work of some hungry squirrel, thatched 
and plastered from within. 
Toe old yew 
log, th at cheerB soni- winter night, is 
tunnelled 
w ill 
halls, 
passages 
and 
wards, 
unsuspected 
from 
without, 
packed with sleeping ante, who, in the 
vain hope th at spring ha? c-me, surge out 
in bold array. 
The silvery globes with 
perfect lids, that cling to autum n leaves, 
bear amid their golden floss the eggs of 
some garden spider. 
The bats, unable to 
follow their feathered friends to milder 
climes, bereft of food, betake themselves 
to sleep, and in some cave hang in cluttered 
groups until the approach of spring. 
The 
long winter days are parsed in sleep so 
deep that it might be aptly termed a liv­ 
ing death, so complete is the respiratory 
suspension. The most delicate experiments 
made upon the dorar -at creatures often 
fail to betray tha slightest movement. The 
wing extended shows the flowing blood, 
but the index of the delicate instrument 
records no answering heat. 
Even the sur­ 
rounding air indicates no signs of inhala­ 
tion, yet the slightest noise brings back its 
dormant life, and in a single hour over 
four cubic ounces of oxygen are consumed. 


THE BAT. 
Late in the fall the bats disappear, group­ 
ing in most fantastic shapes, a single one 
often hearing a score or more fellow-slecp 
ers. 
The temperature of the bat slowly 
adapts itself to th at which surrounds it. 
Their power of will over their muscular 
organization is completely lost, and the 
amount of respiration is inv; rstly as the 
degree of irritability of the muscular fiber. 
Many of the vital functions enter upon a 
state of abeyance, and through the long 
months tha food supply comes from the 
store of fat accumulated during the period 
of wakefulness, the creature hanging a 
willing victim to suspended animation. 
Tne minute infusoria, whose world msy 
ho a drop of 
dew, are affected sim­ 
ilarly ; as the water about them grows 
colder, the rhythmical 
contraction? of 
their contractile vesicles grow less and 
less. A t 15° (Centigrade) we may count fif­ 
teen pulsations, while when a temperature 
of 5° above freezing is attained, they are 
reduced to seven a minute, and at 2° all 
motions cease. 
Tho delicate cilia no longer 
lath the water, the animal being in a win­ 
ter sleep, frcm which it can bs aroused by 
a gentle application of heat to the sur­ 
rounding water. 
These and the higher 
hibernating animals are not a3 a rule invul­ 
nerable to the effects of cold, though many 
fi- hes aud reptiles have been resuscitated 
after complete freezing. 
The effect of an 
extreme ia the higher animals is to awaken 
them from the peculiar phy siological con­ 
dition in which they seem balanced in 
the scale of life and death, the latter 
then ensuing from freezing in a natu­ 
ral way. 
The limitations of the dif­ 
ferent 
sleeps 
are, 
however, 
widely 
at variance. 
W hile 
some 
are 
easily 
awakened by a falling temperature, the 
zizel assumes a rate ex&otly ia accordance 
with th at without. 
In some experiments 
made by an eminent naturalists the tem­ 
perature of the room in which the animal 
was kept was slowly lowered until it 
reached 2° (Centigrade) above zero, or 
fretzing, that of the animal corresponding, 
showing that 
during 
hibernation 
the 
warm-blooded zizel had become truly cold­ 
blooded. 
As excessive cold is not the im­ 
mediate cause of winter sleep, neither is a 
rise of tem perature immediately produc­ 
tive of wakefulness. 
Iu one experiment 
with the animal it awoke in the same tem ­ 
perature in which it had slept for many 
previous days. 
Once having been aroused 
by some yet unkuown cause, the tempera­ 
ture of tho auimal increased with extreme 
rapidity. 
TIIE SNAIL. 
Who has not watched in summer days 
the glistening throng of snails upon the 
hanks of streams? 
From the bridge at 
low tide the muddy flat scintillates and 
gleams as if flecked with diamonds as the 
shells move iu close pursuit behind the 
outgoing tide, the march reversing as it 
rises ; a conticnal coursing hack and forth 
being carried on throughout the 3ummer. 
B at the first cold wind causes a percepti­ 
ble diminution of their numbers, and frost 
finds the vast population of the shore far 
below the surface in winter sleep. They do 
not assimilate food—in 'other words, eat, 
digest, or 
grow—until 
the 
reanimat­ 
ing temperature of 
15’ C., or there­ 
about, comes again. 
The mollusks are 
perhaps the 
most 
remarkable for the 
long continuance 
of 
this 
condition, 
l'he laud snails during wiuter close their 
shells with a calcareous plate of epiphragm, 
having a small orifice for breathing, and, 
buried in the earth, remain in a quiescent 
state for periods of long duration. 
It is in 
this condition, or immediately after the 
formation of the white epiphragm, th at tho 
edible snails about PariB are mo9t esteemed. 
In the British Museum are certain shells 
th at were brought from Egypt and thought­ 
lessly gummed to a stand, and four years 
later were found alive by the curator. 
They ware not at all alLcted by their long 
sleep, and lived for several years after. 
Their pulsation, th at at the time of their 
capture was 110, curing hibernation was 
not distinguishable. 
Many of the fresh­ 
water mussels retreat to the deep mud and 
sleep throughout the winter, and the same 
may be true of salt-water forms. 


THE HEDGEHOG. 
Tue witch in “ Macbeth,” according to 
whom “ Thrice aud once the bedgepig 
whin’d,” must have heSrd the little ani­ 
mals when awakened from their sleep ; 
this, some writers say, being the oniy time 
in which the peculiar utterance is heard, 
while others, who have disturbed the 
sleeper, aver that its only response is a 
sigh, the hedgehog immediately relapsing 
into somnolency that is, perhaps, the most 
perfect hibernation known among quad­ 
rupeds ; many of its congeners laying up 
wiuter stores, while the hedgehog de­ 
pends 
entirely 
upon 
the 
suspension 
of its faculties. 
Tnis has been doubted, 
as apples have been fonnd in the win­ 
ter burrow, but their presence there may 
be explained in another way. 
In the fall 
the spinous little creatures, warned by tae 
cooler nights, bethink themselves of the 
winter and prepare their habitation for it. 
This may be ender the roots of some aged 
tree, or in a hoilow of the same, or even in 
the burrow of some luckless rabbit, into 
which bits of hay, grass, or soft leaves are 
carried. 
Perhaps upon the last tour tho 
hedgehog essays a stone w a ll; to ascend is 
a comparatively easy matter, but the de­ 
scent would seem a more difficult feat. The 
little creature, however, with a quick move­ 
ment leaps into the air, coiling into a ball 
' as it falls, striking npon the mass of sharp 
spines in perfect safety, uncoiling and poss- 
j ing on, bearing upon its spines the fallen 
: pippin that has chanced to become impaled 
1 m the fall. 
Observers who have witnessed 
this assume that the auimal impales them 
purposely as 
an 
economic 
measure; 
we are, however, inclined to the accidental 
phase of the accident. 
Be it as it may, 
the hedgehog is often seen in the antnmn 
bearing away, perched upon its back, the 
fallen fruit. 
Oace within their nest, the 
animal docs not awake until sprin", unless 
extreme void arouses them. 
If decapi­ 
tated in this condition, before the auimal 
can awake, the heart bea** on for some 
time, as if its work had not been inter­ 


fered with. 
Remove now the brain, even 
take out the spinal column and sever the 
various muscles, and yet the heart beats 
on for several hours, while for nearly a day 
will it show signs of vitality. 
How little 
the creature depends upon respiration can 
be shown by surrounding it with gas, car­ 
bonic acid, etc., and for a long time their 
i ffects upon the animal, that ia its normal 
state would be instantaneous, are not per­ 
ceptible. 


t h e BEARS. 
Many of tha bears are winter sleepers, 
and are often captured by well-known 
marks upon the snow, recognized by the 
sportsman. 
L:ke the hedgehog, the bear 
depends entirely upon its accumulation of 
fat, end during the fall is in prime condi­ 
tion, when, in October or November, it en­ 
tera upon its winter home.

months after their involuntary entombment 
as fat as when they went in. 
During the 
sleep the skin upon the balls of the feet is 
renewed. 
The males of the polar bear do 
not hibernate, a fact proven hv the late 
polar expedition of the yacht lvra. 
Ac­ 
cording to L igh Smith, they did not see a 
female bear from Octoh r to March 13th. 
The winter home is merely a shelter iu the 
lee cf tome rock, the bear allowing herself 
to lie snowed in. 
Here the young are born 
before spring, their additional respiration 
serving to enlarge the snowy house, from 
which ihey emerge in early spring, the 
mother well, worn by her attem pts at sus­ 
taining a family under what would appear 
excetJingly adverse circumstances. 


SOUTHERN ANIMALS. 
The badger, dormouse, porcupine, ham­ 
ster and many others enter more or les» 
info this strange condition, whiie the caros 
of partial hibereatioa 
re extremely com­ 
mon, hares having been found buried in the 
scow for weeks, and even sheep have shared 
the same fu e with nt injury. 
The dor­ 
mouse ertcts its w’icter homo of various 
grasses four or five feet from the ground, 
and so skillfully ars they interwoven and 
joined together th at the c’osest discernment 
is necessary to distinguish the entrance— 
that, indeed, is only known to the animal 
itself. 
Soft mosses line the home, among 
which the ele. pers lie until early spring, 
often awakening while enow is yet upon 
the ground. 
From now until warmer days 
they merely sleep, awaken ug,from time to 
time to feed from a store of nuts laid up 
for the occasion. 
Iu southern countries, 
where the intense heat Í3 fatal to auimal 
life a3 the lowering tem perature of the far 
north or south, a similar condition is en­ 
tered into by many animal", known as :o;- 
tivation. In collecting about Bailia Blanca, 
in September, Darwin unearthed spiders, 
lizards and toads, all in a lethargic condi­ 
tion. 
A week lat> r they began to appear 
of their own accord, and three days before 
the equinox all nature was prepared to 
greet it. 
On the days not immediately 
preceding this awakening, the tem pera­ 
ture, as recorded by this eminent natural­ 
ist, rireiy arose above 15“, but in the 
eleven days preceding it there was a mean 
of 58°, showing that aistivation is not 
wholly the result of a change of tem pera­ 
ture, but is dependent upon the occurrence 
of drought. 
Many alligators aud croco­ 
diles pass the dry piriods in a similar man­ 
ner. 
The mud-cases of the marsh croco­ 
dile are often found in Ceylon, and have 
been taken out perfect casts of the animal, 
telling the Btory of its hibernation. 
This 
habit of the crocodile has been the cause in 
various countries, especially Ceylon, of 
ludicrous incidents. 
In one, an English 
officer had retired to his tent, which sud­ 
denly rose in air, with all its furniture, out 
of the wreck of whicn appeared an awak­ 
ened crocodile that was here hibernating, 
the fire built without having, perhaps, dis­ 
turbed its repose, to the astonishment aud 
confusion of the campers-out. 
The yellow 
snake of Jamaica, that attains a length of 
tw enty feet, excavates a burrow for pur­ 
poses of partial hibernation, while our 
snakes of the north are well known to pass 
the entire winter in the deepest sleep. 
Among the vertebrate sleepers of the south 
is found the tanrec of Madagascar, that, 
burrowed in the sand, sleeps awayT three 
months of the year. 
W ith hardly an ex­ 
ception, the moiiusks of the Mediterranean 
provinces lie dormant throughout the sum­ 
mer. 
Many fishes are perfect hibernatois, 
lying in the mud during the cold season, 
or, in the south, passing the Beason of 
drought iu sun-baked cases, in almost per­ 
fect sleep. 
Not only during one season 
is this kept up, but several; and, in India, 
ponds that have been dry for extended pe­ 
riod.?, when filled, were, as if by magic, pop­ 
ulated with the awakened finny sleepers. 
Are not our trees in wiuter sleeping ? 
The sap has ctased to flow, their growth 
has stopped, and ail their functions are at 
rest. 
Seeds lie dormant for years. 
Corn 
taken from the Aztec tombs has been 
awakened (?) in the present decade, a pro­ 
cess analogous to the awakening of animal 
life from summer or wiuter sleep.—fNew 
York Post.

Whatever the modus operandi may he, 
musical sounds have certainly a peculiar 
effect on brutes at times, though whether 
this is of a pleasurable nature or otherwise, 
seems to ho not quite clear. 
In a garden 
where a guitar wa3 often played, it was ob­ 
served that the cows in aa adjoining mead­ 
ow invariably came to that part of tbe 
hedge nearest to the point from which the 
strains proceeded ; and it was found that 
they could he lured iu this way all round 
the field, without catching sight of tbe 
performer, or having any other inducement 
to follow. 
Sheep were affected in a some­ 
what similar manner, but in a less degree ; 
goats still less ; horses, pigs and poultry 
not at all. 
Canaries will usually begiu to 
sing and parrots to exercise their vocabu­ 
lary when they hear a piano. So far, these 
creatures would appear to manifest delight; 
but how about a cat or dog? 
The latter 
puts its tail between its legs and howls dis­ 
mally at the first note of either vocal or 
instrumental music, though it can be ac­ 
customed to tolerate both with equanimity 
after a time ; while pussy lashes her sides, 
cries remoustrantly, and, jumping on the 
musician’s lap, seems to rub and paw an 
appeal that the unwonted and mysterious 
visitation which so disturbs her nerves 
may cease, particularly during singing. 
With these, then, one would infer that the 
sensations produced are any thing but agree­ 
able ; but it is rather singular that, al­ 
though cat and dog are apparently dis­ 
tressed, both run to the piano or performer 
and remain there as long as the cause of 
their excitement continúes, neither endeav­ 
oring to escape, as they would from any 
other source of terror or annoyance. 
It is

the insect world of so intensely high a 
pitch that the human ear is incapable of 
appreciating them ; indeed, it is almost 
proved that such is the case by observa­ 
tion of the mechanism for their produc­ 
tion, and the agitation betrayed by other 
animals

the range of vision, when it is sot in mo­ 
tion. 
Thus, as ants are supposed to have a 
sense of sight beyond anything that we cau 
conceive, and to see colors which are un­ 
known to ns, so it may be presumed that 
many creatures have a power of hearing 
which exceeds, not only in degree, hut in 
qualitv, the same sense in tnan.—[All the 
Year Round.

IHTRiBSTnra EXHIBIT OF THE BELA* 
TI0H OP lLLITBr ACT TO CRIME. 


A recent statistical report m ade in Franca 
presents some showiDgs that are in terest­ 
ing in the light of th e generally accepted 
doctrine in this country th a t th e relatien 
betw een crim e and education is found in 
the increase of th e form er in alm ost exact 
proportion to th e absence or decadence of 
the latter. 
H ere, however, come French 
statisticians w ith precisely opposite exhib­ 
its. 
A ccording to th eir figures 20,000 per­ 
sons of the class wholly illiterate in th at 
ceontry furnish five crim inals ; 25,000 of 
the class able to read and w rite furnish bíx 
crim inals ; 25,000 of the class favored w ith 
superior instruction furnish m ore than 
fifteen crim inals. 
The conclusion draw n is 
th a t 
th e 
increase 
of 
crim e 
is 
in 
direct ratio w ith 
th e 
am ount of 
in­ 
struction 
received ; 
th a t 
in 
th e 
de­ 
partm ents 
in 
w hich 
instruction 
ia 
m ost “ dissem inated,” 
crim e is greatly 
m ore prevalent. 
In other w ords, th at 
m orality is in inverse ratio w ith instruc 
tion. 
L astly, th a t relapse into crim e is 
much greater among th e instructed than 
the non-instructed portion of th e comtnu 
nity. 
This statem ent flies in the face of 
th e theory here m aintained th a t popular 
education is preventive of crime. 
In other 
words, th a t illiteracy and ignorance are 


companions of 
m oral 
degeneracy. 
W e 
cannot yield to th e statistics quoted and 
th e conclusions draw n, u n til we are given 
all the details of th e m ethod employed in 
gathering them , th e conditions of the 
taking, th e statistics of th e occupations 
and residences of the people, the educa­ 
tional methodB uuder which the “ superior 
instruction” 
referred to was 
“ dissem i­ 
n ated ,” etc. 
In short, 
we 
m ust have de­ 
tailed and explicit inform ation of all, and 
tbe exact factors of the statistical situation, 
in order to arrive at an independent ju d g ­ 
m ent. 
F or instance, 
we m ust be informed 
w hether the French statisticians in their 
calculations have included suicide, treating 
it as a crime, for it is a fact th a t in Sw it­ 
zerland, which is nearly free from illit­ 
eracy, 
there are 196 suicides to every 
1,000,000 of population ; in the U nited 
States, where the percentage of illiteracy 
is 20, the ratio of suicides is bu t 40 to 
every 1,000,000 of 
population. 
So in 
Prussia, nearly free from illiteracy, the 
ratio is 134 ; whereas, in EDglaDd, th e de­ 
gree of illiteracy being 33, the ratio is 73. 
Now, in France, according to M M . Bronc 
and Ds Lisle, who are unquestioned au th o ri­ 
ties, “ th e diffusion of education and gen­ 
eral intelligence 
increases th e 
ratio of 
suicides.” 
The D epartm ent du N ord, firBt 
in intelligence, has the greatest num ber of 
suicides, or 50 per cent, of all th a t occur 
in th e republic, while in tb e departm ents 
where there is th e low est degree of intel­ 
ligence, there is also th e low est rate of 
self-destruction. 
T here ia some consolation in the exhibit 
quoted, however, as it stauds, and th a t is 
found in tb e p artial reply it constitutes to 
the able argnm ent of Professor W inohell, 
th a t the scheme of universal suffrage is a 
failure, because as intelligence is th e high­ 
est developm ent of m odern civilization, 
and ignorance its low est m anifestation, 
therefore to secure th e best results in a 
governm ent by a people th e rig h t of suf­ 
frage should be confined to the intelligent 
classes, as they are best fitted to give and 
preserve for us a pure governm ent. 
I t is 
true th a t the Professor couples v irtu e w ith 
intelligence throughout in his argum ent— 
and which, by the way, is one of the boldest 
and m ost advanced of m odern tim es—bu t 
how will he account for the fact, said to be 
established by the French statistics, th at 
intelligence and virtne are not concom i­ 
tants, of necessity, b u t have there show n 
a repulsion for each other, so far as crim i­ 
nal returns enable a judgm ent to b e formed? 


UK1VEBSITY 
FUNDS. 


The S tate U niversity authorities experi­ 
ence m uch inconvenience, loss and diffi­ 
culty in handling and econom ically invest­ 
ing the perpetual endow m ent fund, even 
when good bonds can be obtained. 
The 
late S tate C ontroller referred to th e diffi­ 
culty in these w ords : “ As th e endow m ent 
fund is to rem ain forever undim inished, it 
has alw ays been held by th e S tate au th o r­ 
ities th a t no m oney can be draw n from it 
only upon depositing th e equivalent in 
bonds.” 
U nder this ruling bonds m ust be 
purchased before th e m oney can be ob­ 
tained w ith w hich they are to be pnrchased. 
M ay 1, 1882, the Board of R egents passed 
upon this qnestion in th e following lan­ 
guage : “ A ll m oney held by th e State 
Treasurer, and belonging to the perpetual 
endow m ent fund, should be im m ediately 
tu rn ed over to the T reasurer of the Board 
of Regents, as a m atter of course, for in­ 
vestm ent.” 
W ith thejexisting lim itations 
under th e A ct of 1862, and th e fu rth er 
lim itations prescribed by the S tate officers, 
the Board will soon find itself w holly u n ­ 
able to loan a single dollar of the perpetual 
endow m ent fund. 
To obviate th is diffi­ 
culty, and relieve the S tate T reasurer from 
responsibility, bills have been sim ultane­ 
ously introduced in the Senate and in the 
Assembly. 
The bills also provide for a 
sim pler system of collecting sums on bonds 
Cilied in, and on which the interest ceases. 
There is also difficulty experienced under 
th e present law in realizing on bonds whieh 
depreciate, and also in the delivery of cou­ 
pons by the S tate T reasurer to the Treas­ 
urer of th e U niversity. 
In fact, th e law 
imposes a system of bookkeeping, unneces­ 
sary to explain at length, th a t ties the 
hands of the Regents. 
This should be 
remedied, and may be under careful con­ 
sideration of the bills, and still no loopholes 
left for irregularities. 
N o obstacle must 
be placed iu the path of the S tate U niver­ 
sity. 
E very facility shonld be afforded the 
Regents to enable them to handle the funds 
to the very best advantage, and to work 
out th e realization of the highest possibili­ 
ties of the lustitution. 
I t m ust be m ade to 
keep abreast of the tim es, and any u n ­ 
necessary restrictions upon its financial 
policy will retard its advancem ent, 


LEGISLATIVE 
HASTE 
VS, 
LEGISLATIVE 
WASTE. 


W ell inform ed and experienced legis­ 
lators realize th a t the m ost of good legisla­ 
tion is accomplished throngh the w ork of 
com m ittees. 
Given ample tim9, and not 
an overcrowded calendar, and com m ittees 
really economize tim e for the legislative 
body. The tyros in a deliberative assem bly, 
w ith b a t few exceptions, distinguish their 
maiden efforts by attem pting to “ rush 
m atters,” and to enforce long sittings. 
They would have the house consider their 
bills w ithout the intervention of a com m it­ 


tee, tire cool judgment of which may work 
their condemnation. 
They are always 
sticklers for speed ; w ith them that is the 
one essential thing, and oftener than other­ 
wise they really believe th a t time is saved 
by yielding to their persistency. 
In truth, 
th ey lose time, or rath e r w aste it. 
A com­ 
m ittee analyzes a bill, considers it free 
from the routine and form ula of the house, 
takes testim ony, collects th e facts, defines 
the issues, aud comes back to the body 
prepared to p u t it intelligently before it, 
and, if need be, to enlighten tbe house as 
to all the facts, th e probable effects of the 
m easure and its relation to other legisla­ 
tion and 
to existing laws. 
F or these 
and 
other 
good 
bu t ancient 
reasons, 
com m ittees 
really 
save 
tim e 
to 
the 
house, and th eir w ork becomes second 
only to th a t 
of 
the 
legislative 
body 
in session. 
I t is nearly alw ays an evidence 
cf w ant of deliberation, of iil-considered 
measures, of hasty judgm ent and of doubt, 
ful policy, w hen a legislator objects to his 
bill being considered by a com m ittee. 
The 
maideD m em bers, w ith here and there an 
exception, enter upon a legislative career 
w ith th e idea th a t th e com m ittees of the 
House are hindrances especially intended 
to crush th e life out of th e m omentous 
m easures w ith w hich they are charged. 
They cannot be brought to a realization of 
the fact th a t th e shortest road to passage 
is through th e com m ittee ; th a t loDg sit­ 
tings and hasty com m ittee w ork consume 
more tim e, and profit Ipbs, th an short sit­ 
tings and deliberate action by comm ittees. 
These are trite statem ents, b u t tim ely, in 
view of recent efforts to push m easures 
through th e Legislature w ithout com m ittee 
reference, and to denounce adjournm ent 
taken in order to afford com m ittees tim e 
for labor. 
W hatever shortcom ings of tbe 
present houses we may feel it incum bent, 
in the public interest, to point out, there 
will certainly be no censure by us for giv­ 
ing standing legislative com m ittees ample 
tim e to consider m easures, for out of th at 
allowance comes speed and fewer and b et­ 


ter laws. 


CHAIN-GANGS. 


and classical scholars are to be found in 
m ultitudes, but first-class w hist players 
are rare. 
As an accurate teat of relative 
brain-power therefore, he believes we will 
be far more likely to obtain correct results 
by an examination in whist, where there 
can be no crammiDg to supply the place of 
intelligence, for a first-class w hist player is 
rarely if ever stupid on original m atters 
requiring judgm ent. 
Aside from w hist, 
then, we have at this tim e no accurate test 
by which to m easure the relative brain­ 
power cf individuals. 
I t is not necessary 
now to analyze this reasoning, or point ont 
some of its fallacies. 
The present purpose 
is to be in tim e w ith congratulations to 
the devotees of w hist upon this exaltation 
of th eir favorite game. 
First-class w hist 
players will hereafter esteem them selves of 
greater intellectual w orth. 
I t may be de­ 
sirable for other m ortals, whose failure to 
become entranced w ith th a t game and to 
grasp its intricacies evidences th eir lack ot 
brain power, to m aintain a close relation­ 
ship w ith first-clast whÍ3t players here­ 
after, w ith the hope th a t they may profit 
thereby. 


SPENCER 
ON 
AMERICAN 
LIFE. 


W e pointed out a week ago serious ob­ 
jections to one clause of a bill providing 
for th e m aintenance of a cham -gang in 
every county in this State. 
The author of 
the bill adm itted the correctness of the 
criticism . 
WTe now enter a protest against 
the whole bill. 
I t is wrong in ita inception, 
as is any scheme to make men abandoned. 
R efinem ents of definition will not change 
the principle. 
Called by any name w hat­ 
ever, the system th a t exposes to public 
view 
th e 
sham e 
of 
crim inals 
will 
fasten th e stigm as upon them forever. 
T h at w hich 
exposes 
men in 
th e full 
know ledge of th eir fellows and forces from 
them an acknow ledgm ent th a t they belong 
to th e crim inal class, 
tends 
to 
m ake 
them abandon them selves, and when th a t 
results 
for such there is no hope, and 
against snch society cannot be defended 
save by the unending im prisonm ent of the 
crim inals. 
A ll th e interests of Bociety are 
w ith those system s than look to the reform 
of the crim inal, and the checking of the 
tyro in crim e a t th e outset of his career, 
and against those system s th a t w ork oppo­ 
site results. 
I t is because of th e unde­ 
niable tru th of these principles th a t in 
some system s th e prisoner is know n only 
by a n n m b er; his fellow-convict never 
hears his name pronounced in prison, and 
is thus deprived of th e means of persecu­ 
tion w hen both are again at large. 
On 
th e 
same 
line 
proceeds 
th e system 
which compels 
convicts to w ear m asks 
when 
ou t of 
th eir c e lls ; 
th a t makes 
tbe prison register a sealed book, and th at 
prohibits the visiting of prisoners by large 
num bers of persons. 
The best thing th a t 
can be done for the crim inal class, as well 
as for society, is to cu t off its members, 
w hen 
in prison, 
from 
all the world. 
B at 
this 
m ust 
not 
be 
m isunder­ 
stood 
as advocacy of solitary confine­ 
m ent. 
W here 
a 
num ber of 
prisoners 
are confined together th e knowledge each 
acquires of th e other is used to force them 
into crim inal leagues, from m ost of which 
they can never escape. 
The chain-gang 
does more th an thip, it forces the man, by 
public exposure, to abandon himself, for 
every crim inal holds to the idea th a t he ia 
not a confirmed felon—th at there is hope 
and a futnre for him. 
WTheu he abandons 
th a t idea, he becomes a force to m ake 
crim inals. 
H e who has given over him ­ 
self and has lost w holly his own self­ 
respect has reached th a t stage when he is 
led to approach another of his class, or one 
not y et of his class, to draw him into or­ 
ganization against decency, order and law. 
To the prisoner as y et on the verge of crim ­ 
inal life this is seldom possible. 
I t is suf­ 
ficient, to conclude the argum ent, by point­ 
ing ont th a t th e opinions of the perologists 
of eminence, and of all countries where the 
non-exposnre system prevails, 
are pro­ 
nounced against th e public exposure sys­ 
tem , of w hich th e chain-gang is the w orst 
example. 


THE I I I .LTATION 
OF A GAME, 


A scientific w riter in a leading Scottish 
journal íb quoted approvingly by the Popu­ 
lar Science M onthly in an essay on brain­ 
power in education, in w hich the game of 
w hist is exalted. 
C onsidering this to be 
an age w hen brain-pow er alone is the 
governing agent, he deem s it essential to 
Bettle upon the best test by which to esti­ 
m ate correctly th a t power in various indi­ 
viduals. 
C om petitive exam inations having 
descended into official routine, he considers 
as b ut im perfect tests ; the training youths 
receive belongs to acquired know ledge—a 
know ledge of rules and 
form ula, 
etc. 
M athem atics tend to strengthen the mind, 
b at pupils are oftenest cram m ed w ith 
m athem atics, and fail to m entally digest the 
m atter, and hence tbe m ind is really weak* 
ened. 
The aquisition of m odern languages 
is not a test of brain-power, for a child 
will excel an adnlt, and m odern languages 
are based on arb itrary rules, and reason 
does not enter into th eir stndy. 
M odern 
m ental training is represented b ut by tw o 
subjects—those 
w hich store and those 
which strengthen the mind. 
The m ental 
exercise had in the game of chess he deems 
qnite as efficient as m athem atical discip­ 
line. 
One m ay be a profound m athem ati­ 
cian and fail to com prehend a sim ple tru th 


not presented in a m athem atical form, 
and a chess player deals w ith pieces of a 
constant valne. 
A w hist player how ever— 
and here we reach th e kernel in this 
philosophic n n t— holds cards of varying 
valne, and to play them exercises brain 
power independent of stored knowledge, 
and by th a t game therefore brain pow er íb 
more called into action th an by m athe­ 
m atics, classics or chess.

Am ericans can draw con­ 
solation from it. 
H e does not over color 
the picture of the intensified system under 
which we exist. 
In Europe the industrial 
and producing classes find the possibilities 
for rising eo narrow th a t they entertain 
little thought of bettering them selves, and 
become content w ith their lot. 
B ut iu 
America life is a race, free for all ; the one 
dread is of being “ left.” 
Tiie struggle for 
w ealth, honor and applause engages a ll; the 
com petition spreads dow nw ard and is m an­ 
ifest in all classes. 
The curious reader, 
desirous of ascertaining the views of the 
em inent sociologist as to the result of our 
vapid and contentious system , is pleased to 
find him prophesying more of good than 
ill for th e outcome of 
this intensified 
life of 
“ great labor, 
great profit and 
great expenditure, 
and its concom itant 
w ear and tear, which considerably dim in­ 
ishes in one direction the good gained in 
another.” 
H e holds th a t as long as we 
fairly m aintain order the free scope we 
enjoy in the struggle for profit and honor 
will conduce greatly to th e m aterial ad­ 
vancem ent of society, develop th e indus­ 
tria l arts, extend and im prove business 
organizations, and augm ent w ealth ; b u t it 
does not follow, he adds, th a t it raises the 
value of individual life, as m easured by 
th e average state of its feelings; “ but 
th a t it will do so eventually is certain.” 
W hen we reflect upon the som ber prophe­ 
cies th a t have been pronounced for our 
future, we read w ith pleasure th a t Spencer 
holds us a t a higher estim ate ; th a t it is 
tru e here, os elsewhere, th a t the life of 
society so sw ays the wills of its members 
as to tu rn them to its ends. 
Social forces 
impel men to achieve social ends while ap­ 
parently achieving bu t th eir own. 
Iu spite 
of them selves nature leads men by purely 
personal m otives to fulfill her lofty ends. 
A m bition prom pts excess of work, and the 
eagerness for the honor accorded to suc­ 
cess is indispensable as a means to peopling 
the earth w ith th e higher types cf maD, 
and th e snbjugation of its surface and its 
forces to hum an use. 
W hen th e sphere for 
achievem ent becomes sm aller the desire 
for applause will lose th e predom inance it 
now has. 
“ W hen there ia fully recog­ 
nized the tru th th a t moral beauty ia higher 
than intellectual power— when the wish to 
be adm ired is in large m easure replaced by 
th e wish to be loved—th a t strife for dis­ 
tinction which the present phase of civil­ 
ization shows us will be greatly m oderated. 
Along w ith other benefits may then come a 
rational proportioning of w ork and relaxa­ 
tion ; and the relative claims of to-day and 
to-m orrow may be properly balanced.” 


THE 
SIGNAL SERVICE 
CORPS, 


The proposal to transfer the Signal Ser­ 
vice branch of tbe arm y to th e Interior 
D epartm ent meets w ith b u t little approval. 
N or should it have more, for the reasons 
advanced in support of the proposition are 
not sound. 
The meteorological work of 
the Signal Corps 
is best accomplished 
under th e Bevere disciplinary system of the 
arm y. 
To transfer it to a civil departm ent 
would not be a step forw ard in civil service 
reform. 
I t would displace enlisted men 
for greedy seekers after places. 
I t would 
make the service a party machine, and ere 
long full of crooked ways and devious 
doings. 
C ivilians can do the w ork no bet­ 
ter th an soldiers ; th eir tenure of office 
would be lees certain, and their labors con­ 
sequently less efficient. 
I t would not 
obviate th e necessity for an A rm y Signal 
Corps, as th a t body in any event m ust 
m aintain th a t service. I t is not, therefore, 
in the line of economy. 
I t is to be hoped 
th a t we shall hear no more of the plan 
to inaugurate a new scheme, to satisfy the 
greed of partisan place-hunters. 


THE DEFEAT OF WI&D0M. 


Inasm uch as the w hisky ring was unani­ 
mous in ita opposition to the selection of 
M r. W indom as U nited S tates Senator 
from M m nesota, it m ay be assum ed th a t 
his defeat, and the election of M r. Sabin, 
was a trium ph for the speculators. 
This 
may be concluded w ithout any special re­ 
flection upon Mr. Sabin. The country knows 
so little concerning him th a t it is not ju st 
to judge of his course in advance, w ith 
positiveness. 
I t is certain, however, th a t 
he owes his election to D em ocratic votes, 
and equally certain th a t the interest of the 
ring in Congress resides in the success of 
the Democracy and of a few friendly R e­ 
publicans.

A Valuable Isvention—George E. Har- 
ber, of this city, has invented a eelf-regnlat- 
ing printer’s lamp, which, it ie believed by 
those who have examined it and seoii it in 
operation at the case, will in time largely 
supersede gaa in printiog cffijes, if not for 
lighting stores and many other public places. 
Toe diffi ulty of using coal oil light at print­ 
ers’ cases has heretofore been that the bowl 
of the lamp suspended over the case produced 
a shadow, which 'eft some of the type boxes 
with less light than others, and the lamp was 
also itself in the way of type setting and in­ 
convenient. This is entirely overcome by the 
invention of Mr. Hsrber, and a stronger, 
steadier light produced than that of ga*, and 
even more convenient, as it may be raised or 
lowered at will, being attached to Che ordi­ 
nary gas p'ps d-pending from the ceiling by 
a rod wi'f in tbe pipe, and held at any desired 
bight by ui a:,s of a thumbscrew. Any 
sized burner may be used with the lamp, and 
these are screwed into a small receptacle at 
the end of tie cioss-bar or tube which conveys 
the oil from a central horizontal barrel or 
taok, something in the manner of the Ger­ 
man student lamp, but not upon the same 
si; h .a principle. There is nothing in tl.e 
damp to get out of order. Its construction is 
exceedingly simple, and it appears to com 
bine the extreme of durability as well as 
economy for the results attained, Oae has 
bsen in successful opera'ion in the composing 
rooms of the Recced- Union for some weeks 
past, and the inventor goes to San Krancisco 
to day to put samples in operation for test in 
that city. A caveat has bee < hied upon the 
invention by Mr. Harber, and a patent will 
soon be applied for.

ORDER UETHODB. 


Some Account of Country Ordars—Tlie 
Strange Habita of Some Custom ers—

There can be no successful business carried on 
except systematized methods are observed. While 
system uill not in itself iasure success, the converse 
is true that suoces9 will bring with it, or rather 
must be accompanied by, reguUr method*. The more 
rauitifirioua the transactions, the larger the volume 
of trade, the greater the ueu:8t;ity for rigid adherence 
to that system which experience has tested and 
proven to be the best adapted to the needs of 
the pursuit. It follows almost as a cereduty that 
where you find the enf jrcement of exact methods, 
there is a flourishing business; for as thrift in busi­ 
ness is the result of economic management and the 
observance of the laws of trade, wh/trever it is 
manifest you may be sure that ther. has been fol¿ 
lowed the first law of all, and that is the observance 
of correct methods.

of the city, and this is said beciuae the people have 
recoguiz.'d the regular methods of the merchants of 
Sacramento, and the results flowing therefrom, and 
have been attracted by them to extend ihei* patrc-n 
to tbe traders of this market. Men, the world 
over, recognize, admire and respect order, prompt­ 
ness, neatuecB, and all the beneficial results that 
flow from disciplinary methods. As au exemplifica­ 
tion of this, witness in one of its simplest mauifesta- 
¿iena the attractiveness there is for a!l men in the 
orderly and regular movement of a large body of 
troops, aid in the methodical and symmetrical dis­ 
posal of men ia the ranks of an army. 
A STKIKING EXAMPLE 
Of the results of corree, systems in business, and 
the strict obdei vanee of business methods, is found 
in what is known as the country order business of 
Sacramento.

It will be of interest somewhat 
briefly to glance at the methods by which these 
results have been accomplished, aud which have 
brought the country order business to its present 
high state of prosperity, and makes it so large an 
item in the aggregate of the business o! Sacramento 
In the first place, by country order business is meant 
that system by which people living at a distance 
from any given center of trade may, through the 
cheapest and most convenient avenues, order any 
given article or uumbei of articles from the trader 
at the businefs center wi bout the intervention 
of the middie-man, commission merchant or pur 
chasing agent. It is obvious that it this can be ac 
complished at the miDimum of expense, and so as 
to secure to the purchaser ths same advantages 
he would enjoy if buying in person, and enable him 
TO PURCHASE IN ANT QUANTITY, 
From a ten-cent value to one amounting to hundreds 
of dollars, with precisely the same care exercised in 
his behalf in the one case as in the other—then the 
system is to his great benefit. It enables him to 
save the expense of frequent, or even of any trips 
to the market ; it conveys to him bis goods as 
needed, ^pd reduce? the necessity for large expendi­ 
ture at obe time ; he receives the articles he dtsires 
by the speediest and most economical means of 
transportation ; and lastly, but by no means least 
in this catalogue of benefits, it breaks up the natu­ 
ral tendency to run accoun's and become involved 
in debt, than which no greater misfortune can befall 
a family. But there is a collateral benefit to the 
buyer, which is indicated in the opening sentences 
of this article. If he can be brought to a full appre­ 
ciation of it, the entire and full purpose of this 
article will have beeu accomplished. It settles the 
buyer, after a short experience, into a system of 
doing business that is of inestimable benefit to him, 
and which reflects itself in his home affairs, hi* 
family, and in his local transactions with his neigh­ 
bors.

W hen a man becomes a good, courteous and reliable 
buyer, one-half of his business education is accom­ 
plished, and the btnefits he receives must cor­ 
respondingly be reflected iu his heme and personal 
affairs. 
IT WOULD BE EXCEEDINGLY INTERESTING 
To go into an elaborate description of the methods 
by which Weinstock k Lubin carry on a country 
order trade, through the express and mail lines, with 
hundreds of customers daily, with the minimum of 
annoyance, mistake and loss of time ; but it would 
take more space than can be given. It involves one 
of the most intricate, and yet one of the most har­ 
monious systems of business known. It is the 
result the visitor learns, not of observation in other 
markets alone, but of their own experience, and 
stands forth as an invention of their own. 
In the whole store are employed from 150 to 160 
people, of which the Country Order Department 
requires from 35 to 40, and it may here be remarked, 
parenthetically, that a large number of these are 
women and young gir!s, and nota small number are 
lads who are being educated to correct business 
habits, and inducted into a business system that 
must go far toward the molding of all their after 
lives.

mands, fr >m the matching of a shade of zephyr to 
the forwarding of a thresher. The rystem in this 
respec", therefore, hns deve'oped into a purchasing 
agency, but shorn of all the exj ensee that attach to 
an independent s\stem of that character. 
Let us, fora in 
consider the general method* 
by which the Country Order busir e3s is conducted. 
Tiiere are fifteen dirtied general departments in the 
establishment An ord r arriving may contain re- 
q'ir8t9 for goods frt in *aeh one < f these deoarimeuts. 
On its receipt, it t^ocs into a sccti n of the depart­ 
ment v h'oh is devoted wholly to the recording and 
proper identification cf the order, and the entering 
of the firtt steps in the history of the transaction, 
one of which is to eivc it a letter and number by 
a l.'.ch it is ever after identified. Tbe money sent is 
thea cnte r • > and c rricd into the cash sysLm of the 
store, by b. ok-keepers whose exclusive business it 
is .«» do so The Older then passes to a department 
in which the demands are seggregated and dis­ 
tributed to the different supply departments, and 
order sheets for each are made out; bu' as to the 
exact and elaborate detail by which this is accom­ 
plished, and ti e peculiar cipher system through 
which time—an important factor in this business— 
is economized, it is not necessary to refer in detail. 
Suffice it to say, that it calls to its work a number of 
skilled persons, and 
RESULTS IN THE MOST RAPID EXECUTION 
That is known in all the history of order-filling. 
While the order is on iu road to the gor ds’ depart­ 
ments, the money that accompauied it is being 
identified, segregated and its history and character 
being recorded, and the account with the purchaser 
fully and thoroughly < p°ned, not only upon the 
books of the department, but upon the ledgers of 
the firm in the general office. In the mean time, as 
the order travels it is aceumul ting history upon a 
sheet that accompanies it. and on which every

«•as accomplished. When the departments have 
fi led the order, and the goods are returned to the 
Country Order Department, a svstem of proving, 
examination, justification and distribution is en­ 
tered upon, that for rapidity and precision has no 
superior in the annals of business.

ownership. This is r.ccomclished by the most in­ 
genious methods, and involves the highest mercan­ 
tile skill. The historv of tbe transaction must, at 
this point be again glanced at, for it now enters 
upon a new phase. With the descent of the goods 
from the selectors, they must be charged against the 
credit that appears upon the books for the pur­ 
chaser, and the goods being examined aud adjusted, 
the account mu?t be balanced and found to agree 
both on the credit Bide with the order given, and on 
the debit side w ith tbe order filled. The account 
passes in rapid succession to the bill balancers; the 
till is made out, its history recorded anew, aud the 
transaction at last reaches the Caligraphic corre, 
spondents, who inform, in printed letter style, the 
purchaser of what has been done, setting out what, 
if any, obstacles have been met with in filling the 
order ; what substitutions, if any, have been made ; 
w hat money, if an)*, rermins to hi3 credit, for so 
much of the order as is not yet filled, and inclosing 
A HOUSE CHECK OR CERTIFICATE 
For the same, payable on Bight, and such other mat­ 
ters as are necessary to set forth. In the mean­ 
time the order, and its history, accompanying and 
accumulating, have bee» prepared for filing, and 
with the conclusion of the letter are pigeon-holed 
according toa new ar d improved svatem, by which, 
even after the lapee of years, it can be instantly 
found. The his cry of the whole transaction has 
also in the meantime been carried upon as>stem of 
index books, by which every feature of tbe whole 
matter can be established and reached at any time 
thereafter, and which is altogether too elaborate to 
be explained here. The goods in the meantime are 
passed to the packers’ department, and by 
a new and ingenious method, calling for tbe use 
of an automatic distributing table that is 
the invention of one of the firm, the packages se­ 
lected and arranged according to time-tables, so as 
to insure the earliest departure possible to evefy 
package, and the must rapid and careful packing. 
They then go to the postal clerk's department, are 
again checked off agaiust the history of the whole 
transaction and declared ready for mailing, after 
which, when due entry has been made, the messen­ 
gers receive the goods in packages, receipt for the 
same to a moment of time, and they are delivered 
at the Poetoffiee or expres| station. 
BUT THI8 IS NOT ALL OF THE SYSTEM. 
There come, the visitor learns, to the department 
letters and orders without signature,without money 
inclosure, without adúress, without sufficient speci­ 
fication to enable the desire of the purchaser to be 
ascertained; or the letter comes by mail and tbe 
money by express, and the arrivals are not simulta­ 
neous ; or the letter is by mail, and tbe manner of 
dispatching the money is not indicated ; or the 
money arrives without a word of designation to in­ 
dicate from whence or whom it came; or on tbe 
return of goods by a purchaser—for tbe house per­ 
mits tbe exchange of goods wherever it is possible 
to be done, and spares no pains to see that the cus­ 
tomer is finally and fully satisfied—more money is 
inclosed, and, 
STRANGE AS IT MAY SEEM, 
It is often bidden in some remote part of the pack­ 
age, as in tbe toe of a shoe or the extremit> of a 
etocking, or tbe inner fold of a package, etc. All 
these things call for a new department, the duty of 
which is to ferret out and identify all unidentified 
letters and packages of money ; to correspond with 
points that will possibly throw light on some blind 
transaction ; to work from the clue of comparison 
of handwritings, the coloro! paper, half-obliterated 
postmark, the complaint of a correspondent at non­ 
receipt of ordered goods, as they have not arrived. 
From these and other clues, and after a flood of 
correspondence, this detective department in time 
solves all problems, and converts the indolent, care­ 
less and forgetful buyer into a correct and careful 
and precise buyer. Here, then, is brought into 
play a new and totally distinct system of bookkeep­ 
ing, which is far too elaborate for explanation at 
this time, even were that possible. Suffice it to gay 
that it is beat compreherded by those who have bad 
tbe curiosity to ex «nine it in working detail. 
OYER ALL THI9 VAST BUSINESS 
The most constant and watchful care is exercised, 
aud the most untiring super vision, for in the exten 
sive ramifications of such an establishment there 
must be no sluggards, no mistakes that human pru­ 
dence can prevent. There must be made up also 
e»*ery day a complete and perfectly clear exposition 
of the business of the day, and a showing of the 
whole business of the department upon a balance 
sheet for the examination of the overseeing eyes of 
the firm, who note every detail, and are informed of 
every matter in all their vast establishment. 
The system results in these things : 
1. 
The filling of orders in a manner not even pos­ 
sible to the purchaser if present in person, for the 
reason that those who act for him are, nine times 
out of ten, more skilled than be, and because the 
responsibility being upon the house, it is to ite in­ 
terest to insure complete satisfaction arid save the 
labor and the loss consequent too often upon ex 
chan ire.It insures the filling of an order, notwithstand­ 
ing all the detail involved, far quicker than is possi­ 
ble to any other syttum, because those whose task it 
is are rapid by reason of practice, and because the 
whole system of detail is like a delicate but intricate 
piece of machinery, «o adjusted that there is the least 
possible friction. When one wheel moves the whole 
mechanism is operated, ar.d the result is as exact as 
is the cise in a fine watch, which, while it may con­ 
tain a hundred different parts, the relation of each 
to the other is such that, with the slightest move­ 
ment of the mechanism, the result is marked in­ 
stantly upon the dial.

LOCAL JNTELIJCENGL 


A V aluable I nvention.—George E. Har- 
ber, of this city, has invented a eelf-regul&t 
iog printer’s lamp, which, it is believed by 
those who have examined it and seen it in 
operation at the case, will in time largely 
supersede gas in printing cffijes, if not for 
lighting stores and many other public places. 
Tne difficulty of using coal oil light at print 
ers’ cases has heretofore been that the bowl 
of the lamp suspended over the case produced 
a shadow, which left Home of the type boxes 
with less light than others, and the lamp was 
alsi itself in the way of tyue settin' and in­ 
convenient. Tnis is entirely overcome by the 
invention of Mr. Harb»r, and a stronger, 
steadier light produced than that of gas, and 
even more convenient, as it may te raised or 
lowered at will, being attached to the ordi­ 
nary gas p po depending from the ceiling by 
a rod within the pipe, and held at any desired 
bight by moans of a thumbscrew. Any 
sis.el burner may be used with the lamp, and 
these are screwed into a small receptacle at 
th9 end of toectoss-bar or tube which conveys 
the oil from a central horizontal barrel or 
tank, something in the manner of the Ger­ 
man student lamp, but not upon lbs same 
si; h >n principle. There is nothing in the 
lamp to get out of order. Its construction is 
ex ’.eedingly simple, and it appears to com­ 
bine the extreme of durability as well as 
economy for the results attained. One has 
been ia successful opera'ion in the composing 
rooms of the KecobipU nion for some weeks 
past, and the inventor goes to San Francisco 
to-day to put samples in operation for test in 
that city. A caveat has bee i tiled upon the 
invention by Mr. Uarber, and a patent will 
soon be applied for.

ral tendency to run accoun's and become involved 
in debt, than which no greater misfortune can befall 
a family. But there Í9 a collateral benefit to the 
buyer, which is indicated in the opening sentences 
of this article. If he can be brought to a full appre­ 
ciation of it, the entire and full purpose of this 
article will have beeu accomplished. It settles the 
buyer, after a short experience, into a system of 
doing business that is of inestimable benefit to him, 
and which reflects itself in his home affairs, his 
family, and in his local transactions with hi9 neigh­ 
bors. The buyer is brought into direct and often 
severe contact with this system, and he soon learus 
how correct commercial men conduct business. If 
his transactions with such a department continue 
for any considerable time, he learns : 
1. The absolute necessity of hxfrbssixg himself 
clearly. 
" 
2. The absolute necessity of writing concisely and 
clearly. 
3. The necessity of cars in transmitting money, 
in signing letters, in addressing communications, in 
description, in calculating totals. 
4. It teaches the common courtbsiks due in corre­ 
spondence. 
5. It shows him how perfect accuracy is attain­ 
able, bow necessary systematized methods are, and 
how easy it is to introduce discipline and agreeable 
methods into the commonest transactions of life. 
There is warrant for these statements because 
buyers who at one time were scarcely competent to 
the task of ordering the simplest article properly ; 
who could not transmit the smallest sum without 
error ; who misdirected letters, Bent off communica­ 
tions without sign j tures or date, and were obecare 
in description and confused in expression; who 
assumed that the merchant knew all about him and 
his, and the tizes of the clothing he and his wore 
because of some long-past purchase in that line 
who could not realize that there were any other 
buyers in the world to attend to but him ; who 
forgot that the merchant did not know just his 
desires, tastes &nd wishes without their being set 
forth. All such have very soon come to a full real­ 
ization of the necessity, virtue and usefulness of 
brevity, clearness, precision, and all other pre- 
iequisities to a well-ordered business transaction. 
W hen a man becomes a good, courteous aud reliable 
buyer, one-half of his business education is accom­ 
plished, and the benefits he receives must cor­ 
respondingly be iifiected iu his heme and penenal 
affairs. 
IT WOULD BE EXCEEDINGLY INTERESTING 
To go into an elaborate description of the methods 
by which Weinstock k Lubin carry on a country 
order trade, through the express and mail linee, with 
hundreds of customers daily, with the minimum of 
annoyance, mistake and loss of time ; but it would 
take more space than can be given. It involvesone 
of the most intricate, and yet one of the most har­ 
monious systems of business known. It is the 
result the visitor learns, not of observation in other 
markets alone, but of their own experience, and 
stands forth as an invention of their own. 
In the whole store are employed from 150 to 160 
people, of which the Country Order Department 
requires from 35 to 40, and it may here be remarked, 
parenthetically, that a large number of these are 
women end young girls, and not a small nu siber are 
lads who are being educated to correct business 
habits, and inducted into a business system that 
mast go far toward the molding cf all their afier 
lives. 


THROUGH IT THERE IS SCARCELY ANY DEMAND 
Which the distant buyer can make that this house 
cannot fill, and with more care and better judgment 
in the majority of cases than can the buyer himself. 
This is much to 9ay; but its truth will be realized 
when it is remembered that a skilled and thoroughly 
informed buyer can do better in the markets of the 
day than can the casual purchaser. The house 
though carrying the largest varied st'ck of goods 
upon the Pacidc Slope, in such a system must, of 
course, be frequently culled upon to fill orders for 
goods that it does not, as a regular thing, carry in 
stock; but it fills them all nevertheless, and to do 
so his established relations with all the leading 
establishments in every reputable line of trade in 
Sacramento and San Francisco, and keeps 8e!ecU>re 
con6tant’y in the market to supply just stub de­ 
mauds, from the matching of a shade of zephyr to 
the forwarding of a thresher. The system in this 
rcspec, therefore, has deve’oped into a purchasing 
agency, but shorn of all the expenses that attach to 
an independent sy stem of that character. 
Let us, fora m •numt, consider the general methods 
by which the Country Order business is conducted. 
There are fifteen distinct general departments in the 
establishment An ord.r arriving may contain re­ 
quests f ir good9 fr-.m t adh one • f these departments. 
On its receipt, it goes into a secti n of the depart­ 
ment wh ch is devoted wholly to the recording and 
ptojKT identification cf the order, and the entering 
of the firt-t steps in the history of the transaction, 
one oí which istotiive it a letter and number by 
Al/ch it is ever after identified. The money sent is 
tl-ea enttr.-1 and c rritd into the cashsysLm of the 
store, by bvok-keepers whose exclusive business it 
is io do so The oider then passes to a department 
in which the demands are segregated and dis­ 
tributed to the differeut supply departments, and 
order sheets for each are made out; bu' as to the 
exact and elabciate detail by which this is accom­ 
plish td, and tl e peculiar cipher system through 
which time—an important factor in this business— 
is economized, it is not necessary to refer in detail. 
Suffice it to say, that it calis to its work a number of 
skilled persons, and 
RESULTS IN THE MOST RAPID EXECUTION 
That is known in all the history of order-filling. 
While the order is on it* road to the goc ds’ depart­ 
ments, the money that accompanied it is being 
identified, segregated and its history and character 
being recorded, aud the account with the purchaser 
fully and thoroughly < p*ned, not only upon the 
books of the department, but upon the ledgers of 
the firm in the general office. In the mean time, as 
the order travels it is accumul tine history upon & 
sheet that accompanies it. and on which every 
transaction concerning it fully appears, to the mi­ 
nute fractions of the hour in which the thing done 
was accomplished. When the departments have 
fi led the order, and the goods are returned to the 
Country Order Department, a system of proving, 
examination, justification and distribution is en­ 
tered upon, that for rapidity and precision has no 
superior in the annals of business. For it will be 
feen that A’s or B’s order, running to ten or fifteen 
departments, cannot be taken bv itlelf and filled. 
Such a system would consume time to an extent 
that would destroy the usefulness of the whole 
scheme. On the contrary, 
THU! HUNDREDS CF ORDERS 
Are segregated as to departments, a d net as to in­ 
dividuals, and hence, when returned to the original 
department to be forwarded, there mu*t be a re­ 
newed searegation and a restoration of the goods to 
their original character as regards contemplated 
ownership. Ihi9 is rccomdished by the most in­ 
genious methods, and involves the highest mercan­ 
tile skill. The historv of the transaction must, at 
this point be again clanced at, for it now enters 
upon a new phase. With the descent of the goods 
from the selectors, they must be charged against the 
credit that appears upon the hooks for the pur­ 
chaser, and the goods being examined and adjusted, 
the account must be balanced and iound to agree 
both on the credit side with the order given, and on 
the debit side with the order filled. The account 
passes in rapid succession to the bill balance*rs ; the 
till is made out, its history recorded anew, and the 
transaction at last reaches the Caligraphic corre, 
spondents, who inform, in printed letter style, the 
purchaser of what has been dono, setting out what, 
if any, obstacles have been met with in filling the 
order ; what substitutions, if any, have been made ; 
what money, if any, rcmiins to his credit, for so 
much of the order as is not yet filled, aud inclosing 
A HOUSE CHECK OR CERTIFICATE 
For the same, payable on sight, and such other mat­ 
ters as are necessary to set forth. In the mean­ 
time the order, and its history, accompanying and 
accumulating, have been prepared for filing, and 
with the conclusion of the letter are pigeon-holed 
according toa new ai d improved system, by which, 
even after the lapee of years, it can be instantly 
found. The his ory of the whole transaction has 
also in the meantime been carried upon a system of 
index books, by which every feature of the whole 
matter can be established and reached at any time 
thereafter, and which is altogether too elaborate to 
be explained here. The goods in the meantime are 
passed to the packers’ department, and by 
a new and ingenious method, calling for the nsc 
of an automatic distributing table that is 
the invention of one of the firm, the packages se­ 
lected and arranged according to time-tables, so as 
to insure the earliest departure possible to evefy 
package, and the must rapid and careful packing. 
They then go to the postal clerk’s department, are 
again checked off agaiust the history of the wnole 
transaction and declared ready for mailing, after 
which, when duo entry has been made, the messen­ 
gers receive the goods in packages, receipt for the 
same to a moment of time, and they are delivered 
at the Poetoffiee or expree^ station. 
BUT THIS IS NOT ALL OF THE SYSTEM. 
There come, ihe visitor learns, to the department 
letters and orders without signature,without money 
inclosure, without adúress, without sufficient speci­ 
fication to enable the desire of the purchaser to be 
ascertained ; or the letter comes by mail and the 
money by express, and the arrivals are not simulta­ 
neous; or the letter is by mail, and the manner of 
dispatching the money is not indicated ; or the 
money arrives without a word of designation to in­ 
dicate from whence or whom it came; or on the 
return of goods by a purchaser—for the house per­ 
mits the exchange of goods wherever it is possible 
to be done, and spares no pains to see that the cus­ 
tomer is finally and fully satisfied—more money is 
inclosed, and, 
STRANGE AS IT MAY SEEM, 
It is often hidden in some remote part of the pack­ 
age, as in the toe of a shoe or the extremity of a 
stocking, or the inner fold of a package, etc. All 
these thingB call for a new department, the duty of 
which is to ferret out and identify all unidentified 
letters and packages of money ; to correspond with 
points that will possibly throw light on some blind 
transaction ; to work from the clue of comparison 
of handwritings, the color of paper, haif-obliterated 
postmark, the complaint of a correspondent at non­ 
receipt of ordered goods, as they have not arrived. 
From these and other dues, and after a flood of 
correspondence, this detective department in time 
solves all problems, and converts the indolent, care­ 
less and forgetful buyer into a correct and careful 
and precise buyer. Here, then, is brought into 
play a new and totally distinct system of bookkeep­ 
ing, which is far too elaborate for explanation at 
this time, even were that possible. Suffice it to say 
that it is beat comprehended by those who have had 
the curiosity to examine it in working detail. 
OYER ALL THIS VAST BU8INES8 
The most constant and watchful care is exercised, 
aud the most untiring supervision, for in the exten 
sive ramifications of such an establishment there 
must be no sluggards, no mistakes that human pru­ 
dence can prevent. There must be made up also 
every day a complete and perfectly clear exposition 
of the business of the day, and a showing of the 
whole business of the department upon a balance 
sheet for the examination of the overseeing eyes of 
the firm, who note every detail, and are iufurmed of 
every matter in all their vast establishment. 
The svstem results in these things : 
1. The filling of orders in a manner not even pos­ 
sible to the purchaser if present in person, for the 
reason that those who act for him are, nine times 
out of ten, more skilled than he, and because the 
responsibility being upon the house, it is to its in­ 
terest to insure complete satisfaction and save the 
labor and the loss consequent too often upon ex 
change. 
It insures the filling of an order, notwithstand­ 
ing all the detail involved, far quicker than is possi­ 
ble to any other syttum, because those whose task it 
is are rapid by reason of practice, and because the 
whole system of detail is like adeiicate but intricate 
piece of machinery, so adjusted that there is the least 
possible friction. When one wheel moves the whole 
mechanism is operated, and the result is as exact as 
is the cise in a fine w^tch, which, while it may con­ 
tain a hundred different parts, the relation of each 
to the other is such that, with the slightest move­ 
ment of the mechanism, the result is marked in­ 
stantly upon the dial

WHAT THE TELESC JPK D,D FOR AS- 
T&Otl ifcY. 


The foundations of physical astronomy 
were laid in the inventiou of the telescope. 
Every one has heard of the emotion which 
filled Europe at the announcement of the 
discovery of an instrum ent which had the 
power of making distant objects appear as 
if they were near. 
I t was at that time 
that Galileo, having only learned that such 
an instrum ent existed, discovered its ar­ 
rangement, constructed one, turned it to­ 
ward the sky, and, with this aid, fertilized 
by his genius, made a series of magisterial 
discoveries. 
These discoveries belong pre­ 
eminently to physical astronomy, and form 
its first courses. 
If we except the suu and 
moon, which have a very sensible diameter, 
and adm it of some observations without 
the aid of the telescope, all the stars ap­ 
pear to the eye only as brilliant points, 
and admit of no studies except of their 
motions. Therefore, an astronomy without 
the telescope would never have permitted 
us otherwise than as a m atter of probabil­ 
ity to consiler the planets as like the earth 
in form, constitution and office. 
But when 
it was seen that these brilliant and almost 
blazing points were resolved under the tel­ 
escope into well-defined disks, showing in­ 
dications of continents, clouds and atmos­ 
pheres ; when satellites were perceived 
around those globes playing the tame part 
to them as the moon plays to the earth— 
then probabilities gave place to a clear cer­ 
tainty. 
Telescopes, then, are the instru­ 
ments by means of which the constitution 
of the solar system has been definitively 
unveiled, and the earth has been assigned 
its part and its rank in the system of the 
planets. 
The discovery of the spots on 
the sun and of its rotation completed the 
conception of the solar system and pre­ 
pared for the theory of its formation. Here 
is marked a well determined phase in the 
history of human ideas respecting the uni­ 
verse, and it is characterized by the great 
name of Galileo. 
W as it possible at once 
to go beyond this ? 
Was it possible to 
question the stars in their turn and inquire 
if, like the sun, they had a sensible disk, 
8pots, a rotation, and planets revolving 
around them ; was it possible, in short, to 
extend to the stellar universe the notions 
we had already acquired concerning the 
solar system ? The methods in use did not 
yet permit this.—[Jules C. Janssen, in 
Popular Science Monthly.

THE BALLET-GIRL. 


Several of the royal mnmmies discov­ 
ered last year at Deir el-Bahari were, it 
will be remembered, found garlanded with 
flowers, those flowers being for the moat 
part in wonderful preservation. M A rthur 
Rhone, in a recent letter to Le Temps, has 
described the extremely curious way in 
which these garlands are woven. 
They 
consist of the petals and sepals of various 
flowers, detached from their stems, aud 
inclosed each in a folded leaf of either the 
Egyptian willow (Salix salsaj) or the Mimu- 
sops Kummel Bruce. 
The fl .ral ornamenta 
thus devised were then arranged in rows 
—the points being all set one way—and 
connected by means of a thread of dáte­ 
les! tiber woven in a kind of chain-stitch. 
The whole reeemhleB a coarse “ edging” 
of vegetable lace-work. 
Among the Ujw- 
ers thus pieservcd are the bright bine 
blossoms of the Delphinium orienlalis, or 
larkspur; the biue lotus, or Nymphasa 
cwruka ; the white of Nymphasa lotus, 
with pink-tipped sepals ; the blossoms of 
the Se.-hania jEjyptiaea and the orange- 
cued' flower of toe Carthamus tinctorius, 
or ssfflewer, so largely employed as a oye 
by the ancient inhabitants of the Nile 
valley. 
The dried fruit, as well as the 
dried yellow blossom of the A ca ia Nilotica 
is likewise p resen t; and mention is also 
made of the blossom of a species of 
water-melon 
now 
extinct. 
Tae 
foro- 
gj'ng are all .interwoven in the garlands 
in which the mummy of Amenhotep I 
.was elaborately swathed. 
W ith others of 
the royal mummies were found fine de­ 
tached specimens of both kinds of lotus, 
the blue and the white, with stems, bios 
soma and seed-pods complete. 
Still more 
interesting is it to ler.ru th at upon the 
munnny of the priest Nebaoohi, maternal 
grandfather of the King Piuotem I. (twen­ 
ty-first dynasty), there was found a speci­ 
men of the licnen known to botanists as 
the Parm dia farfuracca. 
This plant is 
indigenous to the islaads of the Greek 
Archipelago, whence it must have been 
brought to Egypt at o rb efire the period 
of tne H er Hor dynasty (1100 or 1200 
B. C ). 
Under the 
Arabic name of 
“ Kheba ” it is sold by the native druggists 
i.a Cairo to this day. 
These frail re­ 
lics of 
many a vanished spring have 
b=en arranged for the Boolak Museum with 
exquisite skill by th at eminent traveler and 
botanist, Dr. Schweinfurth. 
Classified, 
mounted, aud, so to say, illustrated by 
modern examp'es of the same flowers and 
plants, they hil 11 cases—a collection abso­ 
lutely unique, and likely ever to remain so. 
The hues of these old-world flowers are 
said to be as brilliant as tho-.e of their 
modern prototypes ; and, but- for the labels 
which show them to be 3 000 years apart, 
no ordinary observer could distinguish be­ 
tween those which were buried with the 
Piiaraohs and those which were gathered 
and dried only a few months ago.—[Cham­ 
bers’ Journal.

EATING BY RULE. 


Etiquette has laid down several rules 
about eating particular kinds of food. 
Soup, for instance, should be called for 
only once, and eaten from the side of a 
spoon. 
If oyster crackers are passed with 
the soup, place them at the left side of 
your plate on the table cloth, and hold one 
in your left hand as you eat. 
But if bread 
is served, break off a piece as you wish it, 
with the left hand. 
Both the bread and 
crackers should be eaten without butter. 
A little said in regard to the position at 
table may not be amiss. 
Never eat loung­ 
ing back in your ch air; though, while the 
different courses are being removed, it is 
entirely allowable to sit back in the chair. 
The elbows should not, at any time, be al­ 
lowed to rest on the table. 
Convey the food the entire distance to 
the mouth. 
Some people have a ludicrous 
habit of opening their mouths the moment 
they raise the food from their plates ; then 
when the food is within several inches of 
its destination, their heads suddenly come 
forward with a jerk, and the food is 
snatched from sight. 
Quick motions and 
gestures are seldom graceful, and never so 
at a table. 
Then is the time, most assur­ 
edly, to “ let your moderation be known 
to all m 
e n moderation in movement as 
well as in eating and drinking. 
Be alwayB attentive to the wantB of oth­ 
ers, and see that your neighbor is provided 
with whatever he may need within your 
reach. 
Remember the golden rule can be 
applied precisely as well during the meal 
time as in our intercourse with our fellow- 
beings.—[Penmau’a A rt Journal. 


A n E xperiment in Gastronomy.—A 
curious wager is now attracting much at­ 
tention among the sporting men of New 
York. 
Some time ago a discussion arose 
between “ Gabe ” Case, who keeps an inn 
much frequented by the drivers of fast 
horses in the upper part of the city, and 
James Moffat as to a man’s capacity for 
eating quails. 
Mr. Moffat offered to bet 
$250 that he could furnish a man who 
would eat two quails a day for thirty con­ 
secutive days. 
Mr. Case declared that it 
could not be done, and accepted the wager. 
Mr. Moffat named W. S. W alcott as his 
man, and on the afternoon of January 7th 
th at individual began bis task. 
Mr. W al­ 
cott has made a wonderful record in gas­ 
tronomic feats, having in 1S78 won $500 by 
eating one quail a day for thirty days, and 
he entered upon his new experiment with 
perfect confidence of success. 
Since tben 
about 4 o’clock every afternoon he has sat 
down to his monotonous repast, which he 
persists in declaring is exceedingly agree­ 
able. 
He is carefully timed, and is cred­ 
ited with having devoured his brace in as 
few as nine minutes, although his average 
comeB nearer thirteen minutes. 
A crowd 
of horsemen watch him, and dispatches are 
sent to St. Louis and other distant points 
every day as soon as he begins to eat the 
birds. 
A large Dumber of bets are pending 
upon the contest, and probably more peo­ 
ple than would like to confess it await with 
some eagerness the daily published record 
of the progress of the experiment.

The fall of rain daring the last quarter 
of 1SS2 is the smallest for three months 
ever known in this vicinity. 
Professor 
Draper sayf that the rainfall has steadily 
decreased since 1869, and he has secured 
sufficient facts to give him confidence in 
the theoiy that the fall of rain runs in cy­ 
cles of 60 years each. 
Statistics for the 
last 150 years show that where the rainfall 
would steadily increase from year to year 
for a period covering about 60 years, a cor­ 
responding period would foliow where each 
successive year would witness a gradual 
decrease ia the amount of rain. 
The 
maximum rainfall for the last cycle was 
reached in 1868. Since then there has been 
a constant decrease from year to year in the 
amount of rain, Prof. Draper fears th at the 
eff.cts of the scarcity of rain during the 
last three months will be severely felt in 
some parts of the country. 
The smallest 
rainfall ever recorded in this city was in 
1836, when the total amount for the year 
was 27i inches. 
The fall of~Tain during 
the last three months of th at year was, 
however, considerably in excess of 
the 
quantity which fell during the last quarter 
of 18S2. 
The figures for the last quarter 
of 1836 are as follows : October, 2 inches ; 
November, 1 9 inches; 
December, 
2.3 
inches ; total, 6 2 inches, as against 4 7 
inches during the last quarter of 1SS2.—

Ssnator H ttxia was born n;ar XnllahornF, 
Franklin county, Tenue.see, in 18:8. His 
father waa a farmer of smr.ll means, the 
owner of a few cej-oes. At 14 years of sge 
the future Senator left home for the purpose 
of earning his own livelihood, en i after fill­ 
ing the occupations of cirr!:, merchant and 
banker, he stu tied law, and was admitted to 
the bar iu 1841, and in a few years enjoyed 
local c lebrity as a lawyer. 
In 184" he was 
elected to Congress as a Democrat, but was 
beaten in his candidature for a Presidential 
Electorship the next yesr. He was re-elected 
to Congress in 1849 and iu 1851, but declined 
the honor in 18.r>3 and removed to M emphis. 
In 1856 he ran sncceeBfuUy as Presidential 
Elector-at large, and the next 
year was 
elected Governor of Tennessee, again in 1859 
ard for the third time in 1861. During the 
civil war he fought on the Confederate side, 
and at its cle»e found that his wealth, esti­ 
mated at $159 000, had disappeared. 
He re­ 
tired ¡uto Mexico, where ha remained eighteen 
months, and then spent a year in England. 
Iu 1807 he resumed the practice of the law at 
Memphis. After beiog ten years out of pol­ 
itics he was elected United Scales Senator, 
and took his scat as such March 5, 1877. 
He 
was re-elected on the 16'h of January, 1883. 
Mr. Harris is in the foremost r&uk as a be­ 
liever and advocate of State rights.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


© sly th e Assembly In Session—The R ail­ 
road Commission—Committee M eetings 
—Educational Matters. 
The Senate wag not in gegsion yerterday, b a t the 
Assembly had a long session, and did not adjourn 
u n til 5:30 r. m , while most of the Senate commit 
tees were at work all day. 
The day’s work open ed in the Assembly with the 
special order—S. B. 1, 
to repeal the so-called 
Sunday law. 
Weaver proposed various am endm ents to destroy 
th e bill, bu t it was ordered engrossed and pi -<*d at 
the head of the third reading file. 
Bills were introduced as follows : Ey Brown, pro­ 
viding th at all vessels of every class, which are by 
law required to be registered, m ust be assessed and 
taxes thereon paid only in the city and c ?unty 
where the owner thereof resides; by llarv e., re­ 
pealing 8ection 843 of the Political Code, relative t > 
th e disqualification of office?s; by Rawle, to proeibit 
aliens who have not declared their intention to be 
come citizens of the United States from receiving 
license to drive and from driving any vehicle for the 
driving of which a license is requited b> law ; by 
Ryan, relative to appeals in the superior Courts ; 
by Campbell, declaring ♦ hat a legitimate child can­ 
not be adopted a ithout the consent of its pareuts, 
if living, and an illegitim ate child without the con­ 
sen t of its m other, if livit g ; Dy Head, to provide 
for the formation of new counties; by R \ao, pro­ 
viding th at no estate, real or personal, shall be be­ 
queathed or devised to any charitable or benevolent 
society or corporation, or to any person or persons 
in tru st for charitable uses, except the same he done 
by 
will duly executed, provided th at no euch 
devises 
or bequests 
shall 
collectively exceed 
one-third 
of 
the 
estate 
of 
the 
testator 
leaving 
legal 
heirs. 
In such ernes a pro 
rata deduction fiotn such devises shall be made, so 
a* to reduce the aggregate thereof to one third cf 
such estate ; and by Head, for the further promo­ 
tion of the viticuliural industries of th e State ; pre­ 
venting the distribution or sale of any vines or c u t­ 
tings infected with the living germs of the pest 
known as the phylloxera v&s tutrix. 
The appropriation bill was made the special order 
for Tuesday next at 10 A. M. 
A. B. 105, to provide for the appropriation by the 
State of the waters of all rivers, lakes and flowing 
stream s other tnan navigab’e rivers, for the purposes 
of irrigation, mining, etc., which was made a special 
order for to-day at 11 a. m.. on motion of the au­ 
thor, Mr. W harton, was referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, in order to secure their opinion as to its 
constitutionality. 
The Committee on Irrigation asked grant of leave 
from Sunday to Wed n eso ay noon to enable them to 
visit certain portions of Fresno and adjoining coun­ 
ties. 
'Ihe request was granted by a vote of 40 ayes 
to 9 noe?. 
Subsequently notice was given of a m o­ 
tion to reconsider the vote by which the motion pre­ 
vailed. 
Granger of B utte introduced the following con­ 
current resolution, dec.aring the cwnstitutionai re­ 
lation of the Legtelature to the Railroad Commis­ 
sioners, and asserting its constitutional preiogative 
to determine what shall constitute dereliction of 
duty, corruption or incomi»etc cy in their office: 
WilKRBAS, It is a part of the political compact by 
which government is instituted th at it should pro 
vide the necessiry highways of trade, commerce and 
intercommunication for the people—a right th at is 
as essential an element of its sovereignty as the pro­ 
tection of the lives and property of its citizens ; so 
th at whenever the Government grants a charter and 
franchise to a corporation to supply needful trans­ 
portation f«.r tb j people, the logic of the relation 
makes the public benefit the prim ary purpose, and 
consternation of the agent of secondary m om ent; 
whereas, a railroad corj>oratiou—the creature of 
th is State Government—with a highway built and 
equipped for it by a pub ic munificence unparallehd 
in history, having repudiated its relation to the pub­ 
lic interest as the -gent of the State, imposed iutol- 
erable birde. a upo i the trade and commerce of the 
pimple, denting the right and defting the power of 
State interference in tueir business ol* transporta­ 
tion, until the people, with a firm resolve no longer 
to be despoiled anti never to be enslaved, called to­ 
g ether u Constitutional Convention, created their 
Railroad Commissioners and invested them with am ­ 
ple governmental powers with the intent and pur- 
p se of controlling all transportation in the public 
Intcrest-';; whereas, daring its three years and more 
of official life, said Railroad Commission has abdi­ 
cated its constitutional functions in favor of a great 
corporate common carrier in this State. 
It has de­ 
clined to interfere and “ establish rates of charges 
for the transportation of pas engers or freight,” or 
to prevent ‘ discriminations ia charges or facilities 
for transportation ” or to “ prescribe a uniform sys­ 
tem of accounts to be kept by all such corpora­ 
tions,” or in any material respect to curb or restrain 
a gigantic railro-id monopoly from levyi* g at will its 
fares and freights upon the traffic, trade and com­ 
merce of the people; and, whereas, the Legislature 
of this State cl «iras t j have a superviso?y control, in 
behalf of the commonwealth, over the said Railroad 
Commissioners by th s provision of the Constitution, 
which ernp wers it by a two thirds vute, “ to re­ 
move any out* or more of said » ommissiouers for 
dereliction of dutv, or corruption, or incompe 
tency,” either of which causes is hereby declared 
to be a m atter 
inclusively 
o ’ 
political 
aud 
not of judicial interpretation aud determ ination; 
therefore, be it 
Unsolved by the Assembly, the 
Seuate 
con­ 
curring : 
1. That if the 
Said 
Railroad 
Com­ 
missioners shall fail, neglect or refuse to establish 
euch rates of charges for the transportation of pas­ 
sengers and freights as shall accord with the true 
interest, purpose and m eaning of the Constitution, 
oa or before the lOlh day of April next, then and 
in such case *.he event will have occurred which will 
require decisive action ou the part of the legisla­ 
ture. 
2. T eat unless such action shall be taken by 
said Commissioners oil or before the said 10th day 
of April, this Legislature, if then in session, do 
proceed to inquire w hether such defau t shall be de­ 
clared to be a dereliction of duty or inccmpetency 
on tt'.e part of any of said Commissioners, as well 
as to take such further action as may be m eet and 
proper; or in case the Legislature has adjourned 
prior to said day th at then the Governor be re­ 
quested to call an extra session thereof, if in his 
judgm ent the public exigencies so require, to con­ 
sider such default of soia Commissioners, and o do 
and perform what may then be determ ine 1 in the 
premises. 
Referred to a special committee of five to be here 
a fter appointed. 
At the afternoon session Campbell’s concurrent 
i 
o’ation to amend Section 9 of Article XIII. of 
C onstitution was made a special order for 
X* dnesday next at 3 p. m. 
When Bibb’s bill to regulate aud govern the State 
Prisons of California was reached, there was a 
si. ong disposition on the p ait of the House to re­ 
f 
it a first reading. 
Bibb, Sinon, Irwin and 
fttorke asked th at the bill be allowed a first reading. 
Toe object of the bill i* to prevent the labor of con­ 
victa interfering with th at of the mechauical labor­ 
ers of the S u te. The bill was finally given a first 
reading. 
McClaskey introduced a bill regulating the fees of 
th e Register of the Land Office. 
Bowers introduced a bill naming certain sloughs, 
creeks and rivers which are declared public ways. 
Hershey introduced one to provide for aud regu­ 
late the business of searchers of records. 
It pro­ 
vides th at searchers of records may certify to the 
accuracy of any abstract of title to real estate, and 
such certified abstract shall be prim a facie evidence 
iu all Courts of the State, provided such searcher of 
records shall have first obtained a license and given 
a bond in the penal sum of $*0,000, and th at he 
will make full compensation to any party who may 
l>-: damaged through reliauce upon any abstract, cer­ 
tified to by him, in which an error shall be found. 
Storke introduced a bill to create the county of 
L os Alamos, to define the boundaries thereof, to de­ 
term ine the county seat by an election, and to pro­ 
vide for its organization and funds for its support 
by the issue of bonds, and for this purpose to pro­ 
vide for taking the census of Santa Barbara county. 
Mathews’ bill, providing for the change of bound­ 
ary of the county of San Benito, a as opposed by 
the representatives from Merced and Tul we. 
Ou a 
call of the roll it was granted a second reading by a 
Vote of 35 ayes to 18 uoes. 
Beard of Stanislaus opposed the bill, saying he 
thought making this change iu the county boundary 
of San Benito would be setting a bad precedent, 
and would be opening the door for innumerable 
changes in county lines. 
Mathews, in a lengthy argum ent, endeavored to 
convince the House th at the bill introducid by him 
was a just and proper one. The population of the 
portion of Fresno and Merced counties proposed to be 
added to San Benito do all of their business at Hol­ 
lister, in San Beuito county. 
They properly belong 
to San Benito, and they petition the Legislature to 
pass the bill. 
The bill was ordered to engrossment and to a third 
reading bv a vote « f 26 ayes to 23 noca. 
Granger’s bill relatixg to reindicting parties who 
tu rn State’s evidence, and afterwards break their 
faith, came up. 
Irwin of El Dorado, in a lengthy and able argu­ 
m ent, opposed the bill. 
He claimed th at the bill, if 
passed, would offer no inducem ent for criminals to 
tu rn State’s evidence, and fewer convictions for 
grave crimes would be made than under th e pres­ 
e n t Code. 
G ranger of Butte, Storke of Santa Barbara, Lev- 
«rson of San Francisco aud W harton of Fresno 
argued in favor of the passage cf the bill. 
Yell of Moudocino, Johnston of If apa, C utter ef 
Yuba and Terry oí San J* aqurn opposed the passage 
of the bill. 
On roll-call the bill was refused en­ 
grossm ent by a vote of 24 ayes to 42 noes. 
The substitute for Sinon’s and Culver’s bills for 
the establishment and maintenance of a Bureau of 
Labor Statistics was read the third time and passed 
by a vote of 52 ay 68 to 11 noes.

A large am ount of work was done yesterday by 
the various Senate committees. 
The Senate and 
Assembly Committees on Elections he’d three long 
sessions, occupying the whole day and evening, 
listening to the argum ents of the attorneys in the 
contested election case from Solano county.

close of the argum ent the attorneys were given until 
Monday to file printed briefs in the cases. 
The Senate Committee on Federal Relations held 
a meeting at 12 a in the Senate Chamber, and had 
under consideration Senator Del Valle’s and Assem­ 
blyman Barry’s concurrent resolution opposing the 
bill now pending in Congress for the consolidation of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad with Eastern roads. 
F. J. Clark appeared before the committee to urge 
speedy action upon the resolution.

Colonel 
Creed Raymond appeared before the committee and 
asked until Monday to look up the law on the ques­ 
tion in order to present his views to the committee 
on Monday. 
Senator Kelly expressed his opinion 
against the resolution in its present form, and 
thought the committee ought not to take too hasty 
action upon it. 
Senator Spencer, of Napa, and

objection to postponing the m atter until Monday.

EDUCATIONAL MATTERS. 
Educational m atters are receiving a fair share of 
atteution t t the hands of legislators. Two impor­ 
ta n t billa in this direction bave been passed by the 
Senate, viz : 8. B.’a 1S8 and 189. 
Under the law as it now' etai.da the Board of Ex­ 
aminers has been practically debarred from investing 
the proceeds of the State school lands, by the re­ 
strictions imposed, 
n consequence nearly $300,000 
has accumulated in the State treasury, and is now 
lying idle, which should be drawing interest for the 
benefit of the btate school fund 
The bills were in­ 
troduced by the Committee on Education, and were 
unanimously passed by the Senate. 
They will un­ 
doubtedly pass the Assembly without opposition. 
Perry’s bill, S. B. 117, amending Section 7 of A rti­ 
cle IX. of the Constitution, was on Thursday pass** 
to second reading. 
The bill provides th at “ the 
Superintendent of 
Public Instruction and the 
County Superintendents of the several counties of 
the State shall adopta series of fcext-i ooks, for the 
use of the common schools throughout tbe State, 
a. d shall cause the same, when so adopted, to be 
printed and distributed at the expense of the State. 
The ttx -books so adopted shall continue in use for 
not less than four years ” 
It is exceedingly doubt­ 
ful if the Legislature will be found willing to em­ 
bark tbe State in the publishing business w ithout a 
m >re careful consideration of details than has so far 
been given. 
At tbe convention of County Superintendents re 
cently held in San Francisco, a committee was ap 
pointed to consider this m atter of the State pub- 
lU hirg the text-books for use in the public schools 
of the Stale This committee was composed of rep- 
r^ser tative men of both political parties, and they 
gave to the subject much time and careful study. 
The report is well worthy of perusal, and we would 
print it in full did space permit. 
The subject is a 
very im portant one to the taxpayers of the State, 
and .egislators should have all possible light thrown 
upoi it. 
A bit of examination into another experim ent of 
publication by the State m ight not be uninteresting 
at this time. 
It might be well to inquire as to the 
result of the publication by the State of th e six vol­ 
umes of California Reports, what they cost, where 
they have gone, and what num ber of volumes are 
left. 
It is said that the publication of those six vol­ 
umes, 1,200 copies of each, cost the State some $35,­ 
000 ; th at some 5,000 copies out of the 7,200 copies 
printed are stowed away somewhere in the State 
Capitol, and if ever bold will probably be sold for 
old paper.

before launching the 
State more extensively upon the sea of authorship, 
editorship and publication. 
S. B. 236, introduced by Mr. Vrooman, amends 
quite a num ber of sections of the Political Code re­ 
lating to public schools. 
It repeals all special la* 8 
regulating salaries of County Superintendents and 
Deputy Superintendents ; regulates more carefully 
the division of districts; privents the use of scbool- 
bouses for purposes which can in any way interfere 
with regular sessions of school; lim its the am ount 
of county money th at District Trustees may use for 
repairs in any one year to one hundred dollars ; pre­ 
vents the enum eration of Indian child en living on 
reservations; 
provides for greater regularity and 
s>>tcm in the transaction of their busiuess by Dis­ 
trict T rustees; provides for the formation of joint 
districts, or those lying paitly in one county and 
partly in another ; corrects seme verbal errors in a 
few sections, and one or two conflicts between sec­ 
tions. 
It is understood th at the bill was prepared 
by ex-Superintendent Campbell at the request of the 
Committee on Educition. 
In introducing the bill 
Senator Vrooman asked th at twice the usual num ber 
of copies be printed, as it is tbe intention to send 
out copies to County Superintendents and school 
officers for examination.

T he B lo o d -S t a n c h in g W eed.—DuriDg 
the French expedition to Mexico, General 
Martroy was informed by a native that a 
plant grew in his district which was largely 
used in the domestic surgery of the Mex­ 
icans, and he advised the General to lay in 
a stock of it for use in the French camp. 
It goes by the name of “ the blood-stanch­ 
ing w eed’’—the exact native word has not 
been placed on record. 
Tnia plant has the 
property, when applied after being chewed 
or crushed, of almost instantly arresting 
the flow of blood from a wound. 
General 
Martroy brought home some specimens of 
this plant to France, and cultivated it in 
his garden at Versailles, where it has 
thriven excellently ever since, blossoms 
every year, and produces a sort of fruit. 
MeaDwhile its transplantation to European 
soil has cot robbed it of the quality for 
whioh it was originally recommended to its 
introducer. 
Its recognized botanical came 
íb Tradfsrantia eructa. 
Although it is 
quite the reverse of an ornamental plant, 
and is cot distinguished by any beauty of 
shape or color in its flowers, it fally de­ 
serves, if we may trust our informant, to 
be widely cultivated ou account of its rare 
medical value. 
The practicability of its 
acclimatization is now placed beyond all 
doubt. 
Its effect in stanching bleeding is 
said to surpasi all means hitherto applied 
to this purpose, and it is in any case to be 
procured cheaply and easily. Experiments 
have been made with it in Vienna, and the 
Nene Freie Freese of that city advises its 
regular cultivation for medical use.—[Lon­ 
don Globe.

Among the list of chronic diseases which affect 


the hum an frame, Catarrh is the most prevalent, 


most offensive, m ost productive of discomfort, and 


moat liable to a variety of dangerous and distress­ 


ing complications.
